Outlook Geod for 
Equity Raid Bill 


LOS ANGELES, April 6.—Local sources 
have revealed that the California State 
Assembly committee reported favorably 
upon the Actors’ Equity bill, by which 
the jailing of actors following raids on 
theaters showing plays alleged to be 
morally objectionable would be curtailed. 

As the present law stands, it is a 
misdemeanor to present Obscene situa- 
tions, lines or songs in theatrical pro- 
cuctions, but in the Equity measure, 
proposed by Assemblyman Ray William- 
son, the bill provides that this law shall 
not be applicable to persons appearing 
in objectionable productions merely as 
actors until a court has determined that 
the various actors’ roles are actually in 
violation of the statute.

Is Planned for Pelham Bay 


NEW YORK, April 6.—Under direction 
of Park Commissioner Thomas J. Dolen, 
plans have been drawn for the conver- 
sion of Pelham Bay's wastelands into a 
huge playground representing an outlay 
of $7,155,600. Improvements would in- 
clude a new express highway to the 
north, an artificial salt-water bathing 
beach with a bathhouse accommodating 
20,000 people, and an amusement center 
on Hunter Island. 

Commissioner Dolen has made a re- 
quest to Mayor James J. Walker for 
permission to appeal to the Board ‘of 
Estimate for this money. It is estimated 


there would be an income of %250,000 
or more a year from the amusement cen- 
ter, and that this would be sufficient 
to repay the city for construction of 
the highway, bathing pavilion, salt-water 
lake and amusement park within a short 
period of years. 

While the request for permission to 
appeal to the Board of Estimate is in 
the hands of Mayor Walker, Commis- 
sioner of Plants and Structures Albert 
Goldman is conducting an intensive 
study of the entire project, particularly 
that phase of it having to do with a

Stops Screening 


Of Sign Boards 


NEW YORK, April 6.—Erection of 
screens or lattice work obscuring from 
view billboards erected on private prop- 
erty along public roads by the State of 
New York wili not be permitted, Supreme 
Court Justice William F. Bleagley of the 
Second Department ruled last week. 

He issued a permanent injunction 
against Col. Frederick Stuart Greene, 
State superintendent of public works, re- 
straining him from constructing lattice 
work in front of a large billboard erected 
by a furniture company at the approach 
to the new mid-Hudson bridge. 

Justice Bleagley in making this ruling 
said that while he is “in sympathy with 
the fight to remove obnoxious signs from 
the State highways, it must be remem- 
bered that we cannot prevent the erec- 
tion of signs on private property.” This 
temporarily checks plans ‘of Colonel 
Greene to build screens in front of all 
advertising signs that interfere with 
scenic views on main highways.

fought for many years, the Society of American Magicians is pre- 


paring to fight off the threat by a cleanup on the inside.

what are regarded as authentic but unofficial sources it has been 


learned that the first broadside 
will be fired against performers 
who employ mental stunts in 
fields other than pure, unadul- 
terated entertainment. It will be 
the object of this first drive in @ long, 
energetic assault against unscrupulous 
miracle workers to create in the public 
mind an awareness of what can and what 
cannot be done in the field of “mental 
telepathy”. 

_ Firstly, there will be a concerted move 


“made to bring about a trade classifica- 


of those who perform mental 
stunts. The term “mentalist” will be 
urged as a substitute for “mindreader”. 
The argument advanced in favor of this 
action is that “mindreader” is erroneous 
and creates an unfavorable impression 
among the intelligent public. And for 
obvious reasons. 

Not desiring to put mentalists entirely 
out of the business, since many of the 
most illustrious magicians in the field 
made their humble beginnings with such 
devices as are used by this class of mag}, 
the organization will adopt the next best 
procedure by picking out for exposes the 
mentalists who cover their work with an 
overdose of exploitation. chicanery. The 
mental acts stressing the entertainment 
character of their offerings will not be 
touched, so far as is known. 

Most of the nationally known mental 
acts will not come’ within the range of 
expose fire. With one exception, this 
being a person now working for a major 
chain, none of the mental acts of na- 
tional renown claim supernatural pow- 
ers. Great care is reported exercised in 
the spiels of each of these to impress 
audiences with the entertainment char- 
acter of the mental stunting.

Codona Brings 
Leitzel Ashes 


Wreaths dropped on ship 
as it docks with husband 
of late queen of aerialists 


“NEW YORK, April 6.—The 
ashes of Lillian Leitzel, queen of 
all aerialists, who fell to her 
death at a performance in Copen- 
hagen February 13, were brought 
here last Friday by Alfredo 
Codona, husband of the famous 
performer, who arrived on the 
Mauretania almost simultaneous 
with the opening of the Ringling 
Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Circus at 
Madison Square Garden. 


As the ship waited in quarantine for 
medical clearance, wreaths of flowers 
thrown from a plane were dropped at 
Codona’s feet. Codona was overcome 
and went below. 

One of the wreaths was a tribute from 
John Ringling, by whom Lillian Leitzel 
was presented as the greatest. aerial at- 
traction of all time. Another was from 
Mrs. Tina Burroughs, Leitzel’s aunt and 
retired trapeze performer. A third was 
the contribution of the Circus Saints 
and Sinners’ Association. 

Codona came here to join the Big 
Show, but was unable to appear at the 
opening performance. With him was his 
brother, Lalo, and Vera Bruce, both in- 
tegral parts of Codona’s great aerial act. 

Codona stated that his dead wife's 
ashes will be sent to the home of his 
parents, near Mong Beach, Califi, in the 
care of Mabel Clements, Miss Leitzel’s 
personal maid for many years. 

Tom Killilea, feature story press agent 
for R.-B., personal friend of Miss Leitzel 
and Codona for many years, met the 
latter at the boat. This was purely a 
personal gesture on his part as he was 
not acting as a representative or am- 
bassador for the show.

Report Government Biggies 


Behind “Cut” 


of Big Chains 


Rumored that officials brought pressure to bear in mat- 
ter of barring references to office holders by gagsters— 
Fox covers matter in clause to F. & M. contract 


NEW YORK, April 6.—Pressure is reported to have been 
brought to bear on the five major circuits by government officials 
to force elimination of all reference to government office holders, 
especially the President, by acts playing in vaudeville and presenta- 
tions. While only gags of a derogatory nature are reported to be 


included in the ban, the circuits 
are taking steps to eliminate all 
gags that not only pertain to na- 
tional officials, but also those that 


concern political parties, and city 
and State office holders. 

Of the five circuits, Fox (Fanchon & 
Marco) has injected a clause_in its con- 
tract making ‘it an offense liable to 
cancellation for an act to gag about 
city, State or government officials, or 
about political matters anywhere. RKO, 
Loew, Warner and Paramount (Publix) 
are making the orders on “cuts” in 
written or verbal form whenever a4 
booker or house manager catches a per- 
former using such gags that might of- 
fend somebody in an official position or 
one of the political parties. 

This angle on censorship is really 
nothing new for RKO, the circuit having 
instituted a vigorous drive a few weeks 
ago that entailed the cutting of all 
political and civic gags, as well as those 
that are salacious. Other circuits, how- 
ever, had not been paying much atten- 
tion to what was taking place on their 
stages except when a gag or bit was 
especially offensive. 

None of the circuits would admit that 
pressure had been brought to bear for 
the elimination of material that might 
offend a political organization or sorm-:- 
body holding a city, State or government 
Office. Information on this, however, 
has come from reliable sources. 

Censoring of such material by Warner, 
Loew and Fox has been placed in the 
hends of their booking officials and man. 
agers. RKO now has a_e censorship 
bureau headed by Chester Stratton for 
the purpose of deciding on material 
used by acts in the circuit's houses that 
may be either dirty or derogatory. Fox 
will check up on contract violations 
thru its bookers and house managers. 

It was the opinion of one of the RKO 
Officials that the use of material that 
may offend a political party on the 
stage of a theater is very poor business 
policy. He stated that not only will such 
an offense drive away those in sympathy 
with that faction, but would also hinder 
the house manager in getting favors 
when such are necessary from those in 
city, State or government positions. 


Salary Holds Up Hoctor Date 


NEW YORK, April 6-—Harriet Hoctor 
is penciled in for the Palace the week 
of May 2, with salary. differences the 
only matter keeping the date from being 
definite.

NEW YORK, April 6. — The Paulist 
Choir of 75 voices has been booked by 
RKO for the week of June 27 at the Pal- 
ace, Chicago, which will be the singing 
group's first vaudeville venture. Special 
permission was given by the Catholic 
Church to the Paulist Fathers Order for 
this booking, the purpose of which is 
to raise funds for its boys’ camp. 

Date will net the choir a salary of 
3,500, besides 50 per cent of the gross 
over $30,000. 


Moskowitz Denies Reports of 
Loew's Commercial Booking 


NEW YORK, April 6—Emphatically 
denying that the circuit’s vaude stages 
were to be turned over to acts with a 
commercial background, Charles C. Mos- 
kowitz. Loew's general theater represen- 
tative, also disclaims the reports of the 
formation of a promotion department, 
the sole duty of which would be to 
promote such acts that are linked with 


commercial enterprises and have ac- 
quired a “name” thru regular radio 
broadcasts. 

Reports, the last one coming from 


Loew's publicity department, stated that 
Moskowitz had entered into negotiations 
with various commercial firms fostering 
radio programs for the purpose of get- 
ting the acts to play in vaude for Loew. 
It was stated that the deals entailed 
the commercials paying most of the 
vaude salaries to the acts because of the 
continuous and advantageous ad display 
in the theaters, with Loew paying the 
rest and smallest portion. 

Moskowitz denied ever having entered 


into any such negotiations. He stated 
that if any radio acts of commercial 
background are playing for Loew at 
present they are doing so only on their 
merits as entertainers or b.-o. attracs 
tions. He has entered into no special 
salary arrangements with the firms 
sponsoring those acts. 

Moskowitz denied the first report two 
weeks ago, stating then that, while he 
had entered into no negotiations for 
commercial acts, he did not care about 
the commercial aspect of attractions 
played by the circuit so long as they en- 
tertained and drew business. The sec- 
ond report linked his name more closely 
to the alleged deals. 

Loew is known to have put its foot 
down on all commercially sponsored 
movie shorts. The first one of this type 
to play the circuit's houses is in this 
week, but only because it is a part of 
Players and Patrons’ Jubilee Week 
(NVA). It is Stolen Jeols, sponsored by 
Chesterfield cigarcts.

Dave Schooler 
Plans Circuit 


Starting with three vaude- 
filmers in August — has 
faith in “flesh” comeback 


NEW YORK, April 6.—Dave 
Schooler will shortly remind the 
trade again that his versatility 
extends beyond the footlights. 
The former Capitol m. c., who 
played the Palace last week, is 
preparing to stage a comeback 
as a circuit operator. By the mid- 
dle of August he will return to 
the theater field with a nucleus 
of three vaudefilm houses in New York 
State and New England. From this 
group he expects to build up to about 
eight houses by the time next season is 
well under way. 

Always a strong believer in “flesh”, 
Schooler bowed out of the theater field 
more than six years ago and began to 
create a strong following with his first 
assignment as m. c. at the Wisconsin, 
Milwaukee, now operated by Fox. Shortly 
later he came to the Capitol and estab- 
lished himself at Loew's ace deluxer as 
a great favoirte. 

“Flesh” is due for a phenomenal come- 
back next season, according to Schooler. 
It is this contention, above everything 
else, that prompted him to start plan- 
ning a new circuit. He is dickering for 
leaseholds in smaller towns, and it is 
his intention to use an average of six 
acts in his houses. One house, the loca- 
tion of which he is not yet in a posi- 
tion to make known, will use eight acts. 

Schooler will personally book his 
houses, altho he will use one of the more 
reliable independent offices to transact 
his business. When operating theaters 
formerly, Schooler bought his stage 
material out of the Fally Markus office. 


Act Uses Ocean Trip 
To Train New Mooch 


NEW YORK, April 4-—-Bob. Bob and 
Bobbie, who recently left for Germany, 
had an odd experience just before sail- 
ing. Bobbie, the dog in the act, died 
earlier the same day, and he played an 
important part in the juggling routine. 
The act wanted to cancel, even tho the 
luggage was already on boo-d. 

Ed Meyers, their agent, cabled Berlin 
that the dog died and the act -had to 
cancel. The Berlin bookers thought the 
cable was a bluff and cabled back “to 
play as per contract”. So the act sailed, 
with the two boys working day and 
night to break in another younger dog. 
The act opens this week in Berlin and 
Meyers is wondering what's what. 


Armida Going to Loew 


NEW YORK, April 6.—Armida, who re- 
cently closed in the musical show Nira 
Rosa, will return to vaudeville in. a new 
act assisted by the Cubanolas bana. She 
opens the last half of next week at the 
Orpheum for Loew. 


Show Switch in Ft. Wayne 


FORT WAYNE, April 6—The Emboyd 
will drop its vaudefilm policy and go 
straight pictures after this week. RKO 


will put its vaudeville into the Palace, 
giving it four acts for three days start- 
ine Saturday.

ETITIONS for the return of vaude- 
P ville from representative business 

and civic groups of ‘communities 
continue to pile up as the weeks go by. 
Quite often we have noted that the 
circuit or circuits petitioned in each case 
maintain a majestic aloofness to the 
cespairing cries of local “flesh” protago- 
nists. Some interesting facts have been 
disclosed regarding this matter, follow- 
ing guarded | inquiries. 


The general cause of the apathetic 
attitude of the big circuits toward peti- 
tions that should ordinarily exert a 
powerful influence is the realization on 
the part of theater executives that the 
petitioners are not interested in “flesh” 
as a form of entertainment but see in 
“flesh” shows a very tangible means of 
enervating local business. Circuits do 
not operate as a means of enriching cer- 
tain communities. While it might make 
a theater operator pat himself on the 
back when he learns that his house or 
houses in a certain town are responsible 
to a great degree for the putting of that 
town on the map commercially, his busi- 
ness is the theater and not as a self- 
appointed business booster for others. 


There are probably enough exceptions 
to prove the rule, but generally when a 
circuit takes “flesh” out of a house or 
persists in running a house without us- 
ing stage shows the action is based on 
what it regards as the best policy for 
the house. After all, men operate the- 
aters primarily to make money. While 
it must be conceded that there is a 
natural demand for stage attractions, 
rarely, if ever, are there enough influen- 
tial individuals in a community whose 
sincere interest in “flesh” is that great 
that they will go to the trouble of crys- 
talizing this desire or demand. It is a 
pity that the work-a-day world of a 
machine age does not allow men to work 
up sentiment among themselves for the 
lype of entertainment even a machine- 
infested civilization prefers. 


Therefore, when “flesh” petitions are 
put in circulation they are usually pro- 
pelled by forces in the community in- 
terested in vaudeville solely as a means 
of attracting additional trafic and retail 
trade; more business for hotels catering 
to professionals and other enterprises de- 
pendent for progress on the draw of 
“flesh” houses. It is already a familiar 
fact in the show business that a grind 
filmer can attain a higher net by cater- 
ing to a far smaller number of patrons 
than a vaudefilmer. When petitions 
sponsored by Boards of Trade and Cham- 
bers of Commerce -are received in home 
offices the executives know full well the 
ulterior motives of the petitioners. If 
these synthetic hollers for vaudeville are 
acceded to it is only because the circuit 
involved has carefully gone Over the sit- 
uation, deciding ultimately that the 
time is ripe for “flesh"—for good and 
sufficient reasons entirely aside from a 
desire to cater to the demands of local 
organizations with an ax to grind. But 
circuits are usually smart enough, when 
restoring vaudeville under these condi- 
tions, to ascribe the move to the “popu- 
lar demand”. 


“Flesh” petitioning should rightly be 
Sponsored by non-commercial organiza- 
tions. By schools, colleges, churches and 
the like. Then and only then will there 
be created the imnression that the pub- 
lic wants its entertainment from the 
human element on the stages and not 
from the synchronized can. 


MASTER JAY BEE, who possesses 
the distinction of being the youngest 
professional m. c. in the show busi- 


ness. Jay Bee recently celebrated his 
seventh birthday and has already 
rolled up three solid years of work 
in vaudeville and clubs, About two 
weeks ago Jay Bee and his mother, 
Mrs. M. Schriftman, returned from 
a five months’ tour of India, playing 
as a topliner for the Madan Circuit 
of Theaters.

“names” that draw heavily 


NEW YORK. April 6.—Dearth of “names” in the salary vicinity 
of $3,000, that can be relied on to mean something at the b. o., is 
badly cramping the style of Fox and Warner in augmenting the 
units in the deluxe houses of both circuits. Fox plays Fanchon & 
Marco Ideas, while Warner is using Publix presentations. Shortage 


of acts in that salary class, a 
chronic ailment with the booker 
of RKO’s Palace, has cut deeply 
into the “name” bookings of Fox 


and Warner. The latter circuit, 
which formerly grabbed every “name” 
it could get, is now beginning to depend 
mainly on emsees to draw biz to the 
deluxers. 


Fox, which also places great de- 
pendence on masters-of-ceremonies, is 
booking “names” only when they show 
promise of meaning something to the 
grosses of the circuit’s houses and if be- 
low $3,500. The limited supply of such 
acts, however, results in the deluxers 
going weeks at a time with no special 
attraction to bolster the F. & M. units. 


Loew is taking little cognizance of the 
“name” act situation in regard to the 
circuit’s presentation route, which totals 
11 weeks, and is using big attractions 
only in isolated instances where grosses 
have either been dropping or when the 
opposition has an especially heavy show, 
The rarity of Loew booking a “name” 
to bolster a unit is so great that when 
it does happen, as for instance the 
booking of Harry Richman for Jersey 
City the week of April 11, it is news, 
The Stanley-Fabian, using Publix shows, 
is almost directly opposite the Loew 
house in Jersey City. 


For a time a few months ago, Warner 
felt the lack of b. o. “name” acts s0 
keenly it began considering the dropping 
of Publix units for vaudeville in its six 
deluxers. They are in Indiana, Jersey 
City, Newark, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh 
and St. Louis. .The circuit experimented 
in Indiana with vaudeville for a few 
weeks, but switched back to presenta- 
tions when it was found that the house 
was too large for anything but units. 

The Fox deluxers are in Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Washington and 
Detroit. Fox's, Brooklyn, has especially 
heavy opposition from the Brooklyn 
Paramount and RKO’s Albee.

Approval on ‘flesh’ move- 
ment awaits Oldknow — 
shakeup in force impends 


HOLLYWOOD, April 4— 
News of considerable significance 
to those identified with the amuse- 
ment field, the general public and 
many who form the personnel of 
the Fox West Coast Theaters’ 
organization awaits the return of 
Oscar S. Oldknow, vice-president, 
for official confirmation. The 
theater executive is due to arrive 
here late Sunday night via plane from 
the East, and his arrival is believed will 
be followed With several announcements 
regarding future plans, involving the 
addition of “flesh” entertainment in a 
number of houses in this section of the 
country. More than two dozen theaters 
are said to be already available in this 
section of the State should the de- 
cision to introduce vaudeville and stage 
entertainment become operative. Doc 
Howe, in charge of the booking of stage 
entertainment for Fox West Coast, is 
expected here Monday for a conference 
with other circuit executives. 

“With Oldknow’s return a number of 
theater managers, publicity men and 
others higher up are expected to learn 
just how secure their positions are, as 
current rumors have a general shakeup 
pending in the theater operations de- 
partment. Just how far-reaching this 
shakeup is could not be confirmed, but 
already managerial changes have been 
noted in several spots not far from the 
main offices of the theater chain.

writes the music, and polishes it up, 


when they play the 8lst Street, the 
Madison, Brooklyn, and the Chester, The 
81st Street drops vaudeville May 1 and 
another local house will replace it to 
preserve the intacts’ two full weeks of 
break-in here. As the plan now works, 
Colombo has a week and a half to polish 
up his music before the intact leaves 
New York for Syracuse. In two weeks 
he will arrange the work so that the 
music can be written before the intact 
opens at the Kenmore, so that the de- 
partment will have two full weeks to 
work on an intact before it leaves town.

Numeér- 
ous squabbles recently about act grab- 
bing prompted the _ get-together of 
agents, who were cautioned by Hodgdon 
to exercise care in adding new acts to 
their lists. 

While the situation is not serious, the 
booking department took the step to 
forestall any future complications. Free- 
man’s office will continué to settle any 
disputes among the act sellers, which 
was formerly the duty of an agents’ arbi- 
tration board. There was nothing said 
about the act-grabbing BY NBC, and the 


general impression is that the circuit 
cannot act here: It 4s said that the 
radio outfit holds the upper hand when 
they sign. acts under contract. 

Several agent-producers in attendance 
at yesterday's meeting took a stand on 
the circuit giving them special con- 
sideration. They contended that their 
investments in. acts needeg to be pro- 
tected, and that could be done by pro- 
viding sufficient break-in time and not 
to permit bookers to catch unpolished 
acts. This condition, they asserted, 
causes acts to be handicapped in their 
quest of further dates. Their laments 
were considered justifiable. but they 
were not given enlightenment.

NEW YORK, April 6—Louis Spielman, 
RKO agent, has filed charges with the 
Joint Complaint Bureau against Ben 
Dova, alleging that the contortionist’'s 
billing name is an infringement and 
derivation of Ben Dover, a tagline owned 
by him and used by the contortionist 
when Spielman acted as his agent. 

Ren Dova replied to the arbitration 
branch of the VMA and NVA that in 
dropping the title of Ben Dover after 
the severing of ‘business relations be- 
tween him and Spielman and acquiring 
the billing of Ben Dova he committed 
ho infringement. 

A decision will probably be handed 
down this week.

Phil Baker is back at the Palace on the first lap of a three-week run, and the 
Palace should be in for a big business week. Bigger, anyhow, than it has had 
in quite some time. Also spicier, unless a couple of cuts are made in Baker's act. 
The show around him is excellent, made all the better thru the emsee activities 
of Grace Allen. She makes the first petticoat in-between-the-acts gagster at the 
ace house since Florence Moore and, while George Burns is greatly in assist, is a 
refreshing takeoff from the men who have been in that berth of late. The bill is 
heavy on comedy, with the NVA short, Stolen Jools adding to the laughs during 
intermission. Show ran much longer than usual. 

SANDY LANG and his assisting girls, in a corking roller-skating act, experi- 
enced spotlight trouble in the opening berth. Most of their stuff, as a result, was 
not visible to the auditors. What was seen, however, was liked. 

MADIE AND RAY followed with what has almost become @ tradition for the 
deuce spot at the Palace, hoofing, going into sock contortionistic work by the girl 
and then some knockout roping by both. Most of the latter is in the acrobatic 
class and well delivered. The applause at the bows neared a show-stop. 

CHARLES AHEARN AND HIS MILLIONAIRES CLUB ORCHESTRA came on 
after the annunciators had given credit to Grace Allen as the show’s pacer, and 
she had drawn the customary laughs with help from George Burns. Ahearn and 
his gang of longs and shorts, with a girl mixed between, was a near steady laugh, 
the tennis bit on the apron showing up as the one slow factor in the act. One of 
the boys hoofs fairly well, with the girl on mainly for sight in a comparative way. 

ADELAIDE HALL slipped jAnto the first show-stop and deserved it, Backed by 
two male pianists, the Chocolate “name” clicked with every song and her one 
dance. She encored with two numbers, one of them, I Must Have That Man, from 
The Blackbirds. She sells this with a warbling interlude that had this reviewer 
on edge to catch the first train for Harlem. 

PHIL BAKER, closing intermission, walked on to a terrific hand and at the 
bows had to bring on Harry McNaughton, whose last appearance was in the quick- 
finish 9:15 Revue, for a bit and a blackout before he could make a quiet exit.

This house appears to be on its last 
legs, with the lack of b.-o. vaudeville to 
offset the surrounding picture opposi- 
tion probably to blame. Its picture book- 
ings are certainly no help in battling 
the Loew and Fox grinds. Less than a 
half house to witness the 86 minutes of 
“flesh” and Kept Husbands. Holy Week 
is not much of a factor here, but prob- 
ably enough to count. 

Tate Brothers and Company, the latter 
dogs, died before this pushover audience. 
They have only themselves to blame thru 
doing an act that has nothing and 
shows no promise of ever having any- 
thing. 

Lucius Metz and Cornelia Ellis deuced 
with singing in an act that had the male 
doing more than the girl when it should 
be vice versa. Miss Ellis has more appeal 
with her powerful soprano than does 
Metz with his slipping tenor.

Henry Bergman and Company clicked 
in a new six-people skit that can stand a 
trimming of its 22 minutes of running 
time. A few of the slow bits can be 
eliminated to make the act a steady 


laugh. Cast includes, besides Bergman, 
Jean McCoy, Harry Ward, Cook Sisters 
and Anna Kozen, the last a midget. 

Al and Fanny Stedman held up the 
comedy average in the next-to-closing 
with their excellent hoke on the piano, 
in singing and impersonations. They 
had the audience with them thruout. 

Casa Loma Orchestra, with Jack Rich- 
mond, closed with a straight band act 
that suffers thru lack of novelty and 
comedy. Richmond is an excellent sing- 
er and is capably backed, both musically 
and vocally, by the 13-piece orchestra. 
In vaudeville, however, stage bands must 
do more than the pit band thruout the 
bill and in the overture.

Stock Review 


White Crooks 
(Reviewed Monday Evening, March 30, at 
the Stur, Brooklyn) 

If these economy shows put out by 
Mutual to pad out the rest of the sea- 
son for 12 of its stands are going to 
mean anything the supply of special at- 
tractions that give its booking office 
headaches wiil have to be sapped to the 
bone. Sam Raymond, operating the Star 
and Gayety, Brooklyn, goes in heavy for 
specials at both houses. And he can’t 
be blamed. No telling what White Crooks 
would be without the extra strippers, 
altho the situation isn’t as bad here as 
in several of the other 10-week shows. 
No matter how you look at it, White 
Crooks is a takeoff on what stock was 
like at the Gayety before it fell into 
Izzy Herk’s line for late-season shows. 
Sam Raynor, its book producer and 
principal comic, is an old Raymond 
standby. Most of his scenes here are 
adaptations and even exact duplicates of 
what he put on at the Gayety. In the 
squad of principal males with him are 
Johnny Crosby, wop comic, who rarely 
fails to deliver, and Frank Mallahan, 
character straight, who with Raynor 
smacks over the punchiest comedy in 
the show. Al Murry is a juvenile with 
a high-pitched warble whose limitations 
are covered up Nicely by his colleagues. 

White Crooks is as stingily mounted as 
Palm Beach Scandals and Fun and 
Frivolity, the shows caught on preceding 
weeks at tne Raymond houses. At least 
at the Gayety some real effort is made 
to augment the sparse hangings supplied 
with the show by house stuff. There 
is less evidence of that here. In general, 
judging by shows caught at both houses 
the last several weeks, Harold Raymond, 
at the Gayety, is more on the qui vive 
to make his shows look like what he 
waints them to be and not as they come 
from the Mutual factory. Lighting, 
hever very good in burlesque, is out- 
standingly poor here.’ Runway numbers 
are not lit as they might be to the best 
advantage. ‘Object of runway interludes 
should be, besides giving the chorines a 
chance to mix with the stags, to pep up 
the customers with flash and color. Poor 
lighting and economy in the use of spots 
prevents this from being done. 

Besides the 16 line girls of the unit, 
the Star has a peppy corps of six mad- 
caps whose work features the ensemble 
numbers. Added attractions this week 
are Mae Brown, a striking blonde of 
the strip genre, and Sally Swan, also a 
strip-teaser and very much the redhead. 
Alma Montague, titian-haired soub, gets 
several stripping assignments in the 
regular routine and besides her there are 
Trixie Kodak, Leonora De Alba and Lois 
Wray.

Weaker shows suffer most—Monday night’s business 
fair, with Wednesday’s receipts worst—several pieces 
report higher take than usual 


NEW YORK, April 4—Usual Holy Week slump in show 
business was little different in this year of theatrical depression 


than most years. 


Only change, if any, was that hit shows suffered 


less than ordinarily and poor Shows suffered more. As general rule, 
hits did well, with slight drop here and there, and other shows. 


starved. Number of pieces this 
year, however, that did fairly good 
business thruout week is a bigger 
percentage than usual. And there 
was remarkable fact that a cer- 
tain number of shows did better—ets- 
pecially on Monday night performance— 
than they have been doing in last few 
weeks. This is explainable thru fact 
that many people wait to get ducats for 
big-selling plays until Monday night of 
Holy Week, when, theoretically, business 
is worst of year, and they have best | 
chance of landing somewhere up front. 

Worst day of week was Wednesday, 
when Jewish and Christian holidays co- 
incided> and weird tales circulate about 
six and eight bucks’ worth of business 
done that night at various of the turkeys. 
One new show opening Tuesday ray 
both matinee and evening that day and 
cid well under half-century mark for 
both performances combined. 


The Barretts of Wimpole Street, which 
is fastest selling item in agencies any- 
how, led field for the week. It played 
to standees Monday, and went clean even 
Wednesday night.

0. received greatest num- 
ber of ticket reservations of any one 
day since beginning of run.

French Junkers Spanked on 
Stage at “Dreyfus Affair” 


PARIS, March 31.—The Dreyfus Affair, 
play accusing high French officials of 
framing spy charges against Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus, finally played two al- 
most uninterrupted performances at the 
Ambigu Theater here, after having been 
stopped by gendarmes several weeks ago 
in the interests of public safety. Meas- 
ure was taken because of violent Royal- 
ist demonstrations against play. 

Management of the Ambigu, not want- 
ing to acknowledge a beating, planned to 
start performances again Friday night. 
Royalists got wind of it, massed in and 
around the theater, threw tear bombs 
into the auditorium, and that was that. 
Next day, Saturday, Royalist newspapers 
wrote inflammatory articles summoning 
all true Royalists to the cause, and again 
at the matinee the performance was 
stopped. Meanwhile, government rallied 
round to support of management, and 
unnounced that no rioting in streets 
would be allowed, that performance 
would take place, and that audience and 
actors would be protected. 


Camelots du Roi, French Junker or- 
ganization, organized again to break 
things up in spite of cops. They massed 
in close formation, carrying sticks and 
whatnot, but several thousand gen- 
darmes were on hand and performance 
went on, altho interrupted by rioting 
Some 200 arrests were made, tho only a 
few Camelots were finally held. After 
the show was out a peppy riot took 
place in street outside. 

Performances were scheduled for next 
day (Sunday) in afternoon and evening, 
and not only cops, but also pacifist war 
veterans’ organization rallied to repel 
boarders. In middle of show rioting 
started in gallery, and pacifists belied 
their name by forcibly ejecting disturb- 
ers, taking a few of main ones on stage 
before audience, partly stripping them, 
and giving them hefty spankings. Sun- 
day night the show went on without in- 
terruption. 

After two uninterrupted performances 
management figured its honor was vindi- 
cated, and withdrew play.

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T PRESENT writing there must be at 
least 8,946 people running round the 
streets of New York calling them- 

selves actors and actresses whose voices 
can’t be heard back of the eighth row of 
the orchestra. Some among them are pop- 
ularly known as stars; a goodly number 
have gathered unto their flat, anaemic 
bosoms the plaudits of the gents who 
write criticisms for the public prints. 
But to your sad-eyed scribe they're not 
actors and actresses at all; there’s not 
a thespian in a theater-full. It would be 
hard to rate them even as whispering 
sopranos. 

For to an ear which has to do its best 
to catch the impassioned periods of in- 
numerable players—even when that ear 
was attached to a body squatting in the 
eighth or ninth row—and to a mind 
which has had to piece together the 
action of innumerable plays merely from 
the pantomime (usually bad) of the 
players, it sems that acting consists pri- 
marily in being heard. One can be a 
super-Booth of a hyper-Modjeska, and if 
no one knows it except the inhabitants 
of the first line of seats, such supering 
or hypering would seem to fall a bit 
short of its purpose. It may be that 
«ethers have sharper ears than the woe- 
bhegone representative of The Billboard 
and can therefore say that this one’s or 
that one’s acting is good or bad or in- 
different, but your scribe can merely 
murmur that this one or that one is 
neither actor, actress, nor even good 
blue crooner. And his ears have never 
been condemned by the medicos. 


The whole situation is, it seems, only 
one instance of the lack of technical 
training in our present sock and buskin- 
ers. No more do they have to learn how 
to make a voice sound fat or sound 
hollow or whatnot. There are a few 
good voices left on the stage, it’s true, 
but practically ail of them belong to 
players who are described as “of the old 
school”—as tho there could be any 
schools of acting except good acting and 
bad acting. The Walter Hampden who 
gets socked in the teeth by the critics 
every time he opens his mouth is one of 
them. Otis Skinner is another. And 
there are a few more. 


But practically all of them are de- 
scribed as Old-fashioned. And that may 
be because in other days—even tho the 
acting was sometimes overtinged with 
pork and plethora—the voices of the 
actors could be heard up where the roof 
begins. 

It can be argued that the difference 
in voices is due to the difference in 
plays. We indulge in parlor playwriting 
now instead of the heroics of the 
Roman Forum, and it’s not quite the 
height of taste for anyone to yell his 
head off or boom like a bassoon in his 
parlor. But the folk of the older school 
—when they were good, which wasn't 
quite as often as the past-worshipers 
would like us to believe—neither yelled 
their heads off nor noticeably bellowed. 
They had merely trained their voices 
and learned how to use them to best 
advantage.

NEW YORK, April 4.—Case of Frances Williams against man- 
agement of “The New Yorkers” was decided before American Ar- 
bitration Association yesterday, and resulted in what amounted to 


complete victory for Miss Williams. 


Major part of-evidence com- 


posed of conflicting medical testimony. Frances is blond torch 


warbler who has been doing 
much to help show on its run. 
Last week she decided she was 
sick enough to need rest; and 
without notifying management, 
packed trunks and left for Florida. 
There had been some unpleasantness 
previously between her and manage- 
ment on matter of salary cuts which 
were put thru recently, and, according 
to Miss Williams’ mother, she was dis- 
satisfied with fat material handed Hope 
Williams (no relative), New York stage 
and society girl, also in show. 


A few days after Frances left cast 
without warning, Leon Spachner, man- 
ager of show for E. Roy Goetz, petitioned 
Equity to annul run-of-play contract, al- 
leging breach. His claim was that Frances 
wes well enough to play, and he offered 
certificates from two doctors, J. V. Don- 
net and E. S. Cowles, who had examined 
Miss Williams in presence of her own 
physician, and both of whom said she 
was well enough to go on. 


Following day Equity received round- 
robin from rest of cast, first document 
of its kind in Broadway history, peti- 
tioning for removal of pajamaed blonde. 
It was signed by entire cast, except Ann 
Pennington and Lester Clarke, a 
trumpeter in orchestra. Among those 
affixing Hancocks were Hope Williams, 
Fred Waring, Clayton, Jackson and 
Durante, Richard Carle, Marie Cahill and 
others. 


Petition said that Frances was subject 
to many fits of illness, and her absence 
was “detrimental” to show. Crux came 
when it stated she could have kept on 
appearing “instead of running off to 
Florida when the rest of the cast are 
fighting hard to keep the show going.”

Newman Case 


Goes to ICC 


Postal drops censorship de- 
fense—briefs submitted— 


decision in two months 


NEW YORK, April 4.—Postal 
Telegraph, defendant in Robert 
V. Newman’s suit for 50 grand 
damages for alleged discrimina- 
tion in selling pasteboards for 
Newman’s “Bad Girl” production 
thru Postal agency, dropped 
censorship defense when hearing 
was resumed Monday. Postal 
had previously argued _ that 
Bad Girl was immoral show, and that 
it was therefore justified in refusing 
to sell ducats. 

Newman sought to refute claims by 
introducing New York reviews of show 
into evidence. Postal then argued that 
its agency did not belong to it, but to 
the League of New York Theaters, after 
the affiliation of which with Postal New- 
man claims that his ticket sales dropped 
radically. Witnesses on stand testified 
that they sold tickets in agency and that 
their pay checks were from League. They 
also testified, however, that to the best 
of their knowledge they were working 
for Postal. 

Evidence—telegrams and such—were 
also introduced to show that tickets 
were thus bought thru Postal from other 
States. This point important because it 
decides whether case is under jurisdic- 
tion of Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner, before whose examiner, P. S. 
Peyser, it was heard. 

Hudson Theater, at which Bad Girl 
played, was not in Theater League, and 
hence, Newman claims, came the dis- 
crimination which showed itself in his 
sales as soon as League hooked itself up 
with Postal. 

Briefs were filed by both attorneys, 
and they, together with recommendation 
of Peyser, will be submitted to com- 
mission. It is expected that two months 
will elapse before any action comes.

With a House of Connelly, by Paul 
Green; with a version of Lysistrata on 
its books which it can’t produce now 
because it diddle daddled over it so long 
that a greatly inferior version was first 
to the tape; with a play by Don 
Totheroh, the most promising of young 
American playwrights; with these and 
plenty more cumbering its production 
lists, the Theater Guild turns to Bernard 
Shaw's old, outmoded and boring treatise 
on marital relations, Getting Married. 

Even if a revival be the thing for the 
final production of the 13th subscrip- 
tion ssason, there are plays like Far- 
quhar’s The Recruiting Sergeant, like 
Rowe’s Jane Shore, like Dryden's 
magnificent All for Love, or The World 
Well Lost (all of them both good drama 
and good theater) lying around with no 
takers—and, incidentally, no royalties 
to pay. Or, for that matter, modern 
pieces like Totheroh’s Wild Birds. 

But the Guild, as even lowbrows and 
mere theatrical folk must know, is the 
foremost American exponent of G. B. S. 
It must be (and your scribe knows that 
it is) quite self-conscious about that 
fact by this time. Which would seem to 
be the only possible explanation of why 
it chose to bore its long-suffering sub- 
scribers with the Master’s Getting Mar- 
ried. 

This reporter is, as those who have 
assiduously followed his effusions must 
know, no tnordinate lover of the bearded 
imp of Britain. Shaw was always a 
didactic dramatist—which is a flat con- 
tradiction in terms—and Shaw in his 
earlier works at least borrowed his far- 
famed wit from the far wittier works of 
Oscar Wilde, borrowed his far-famed 
philosophy from persons entirely other 
than George Bernard Shaw (list of 
names—a long one—furnished on re- 
quest), and always spoke at length and 
in a manner that belonged to the read- 
ing room rather than the theater. 

Such things t ag as they are, and 
Getting Married being as it is, there’s no 
use going into details. If you care for 
that sort of thing, it’s in the library 
waiting for you—and it might have been 
a great deal better for the Guild and 
everybody else if the serious artists of 
52d street and left it there. Suffice it to 
say that the not unamusing first act has 
enough of the Wildian wisecracks to 
make up for the long-winded Shaw im- 
moralizing and a total lack of action. 
The second stanza would seem to have 
action in plenty, but that failed to save 
the audience from endless boredom. The 
play was over a good half hour before 
either it or Shaw realized it. 

A magnificently competent cast did 
all that it could to help, and Moeller’s 
direction did likewise. The Guild for the 
nonce (and perhaps for the sake of a 
fast-nuinbing audience) discarded the 


ultra artiness of Miracle at Verdun. It 
failed, however, to dress its actors in the 
1908 costumes that belong to the ob- 
vious and now platitudinous iconoclasm 
of the play. Even in 1908 the ideas must 
have been fairly commonplace to all 
thinking people, and a quarter of a 
century afterwards they are dated for 
everybody except low-grade morons and 
the followers of Channing Pollock. Per- 
haps One reason for the great popularity 
of Shaw is the fact that he says things 
that every intelligent person knows, but 
he says tnem in a way that makes them 
sound startling. And all the members of 
the young intelligentsia can nod at one 
another and say, “Just exactly what I 
think! Isn’t it magnificent?” 

But to get back to the cast and pro- 
duction. It is, almost without question, 
the best cast playing in New York today, 
Even the old war horses of Crichton, the 
rhapsodic acolytes of The Green Pastures 
or the stirring folk of Grand Hotel can 
barely touch it. Margaret Wycherley is 
as good as ever—which is no mean 
praise. Henry Travers and Ernest Cos- 
sart clown gloriously. Reginald Mason 
and Hugh Sinclair, in fat parts, play 
them to a fare-thee-well. Helen Westley 
aln.ost manages to make interesting a 
totally impossible role. Romney Brent 
is wasted, but none the less fine. And 
even Dorothy Gish, late of the movies 
and whatnot, is quite sufficient. 

The direction of Philip Moeller is a 
thrice welcome relief from the stuffiness 
of Herbert (“Verdun”) Biberman, and 
it does all that it can with the show. 
But the task is hopeless. 

In spite of the best cast in New York 
and a fine Moeller, it’s a pretty dismal 
evening. It’s neither your place nor 
your scribe’s to tell the Guild what it 
should be at; but, one begins to fear, it 
is so self-consciously wrapped up in 
certain fetishes of the pseudo-intelligent 
and in a certain sense of its own im- 
portance to the thinking theater that 
it completely forgets that it is pro- 
ducing primarily for the stage.

Action of Play Takes Place in the Home of 
Dr. Wardell. TIME—The Present. ACT 1—

A poor little play wandered into the 
Vanderbilt this week, and, it is to be 
expected, will shortly wander right out 
again—probably in the general direction 
of Cain’s warehouse. It’s name is Right 
of Happiness. For two acts of the most 
inept and stilted dialog that it has been 
this reporter’s misfortune to listen to 
since Paging Danger had its three-day 
run, it tried to present its problem of 
human relationships in a wistfully seri- 
ous manner. And then in the final 
stanza it broke up completely, and went 
hooey all over the auditorium. Not that 
it hadn’t gone hooey more than enough 
before. 

The Roy Daavidson who wrote it is the 
same person as the Robert DuRoy who 
both starred in it and produced it, for 
which fact you may write your own 
comments. And, to make the evening 
complete, DuRoy-Daavidson also has his 
picture on the program cover. 

His opus tells the tale of a doctor who 
tries to cure a twisted youth, who is 
both a Russian and a violinist. Boy is 
incurable, which causes much heartbreak 
all around, and he is also in love with 
the doctor’s wife. At the same time he 
has a different kind of desire for the 


doctor's nurse, and a huge inferiority 
complex. That’s about all there is to 
the play. In the last act the doctor re- 


veals that the boy is his own son, the lad 


and his sister (who happens to be really 
his aunt) go back to the country, and 
the nurse, who really loves him, tags 
along. 

It is all garbed in dialog which seems 
to be the best existing anthology of all 
the worst lines in the worst plays that 
have come to Broadway in the last 10 
years. Examples of it could be quoted 
endlessly from your conscientious re- 
porter’s notes, but what's the use? It 
was bad enough to have to listen to it 
once, without having to repeat it. 

The acting gave the play just exactly 
what it deserved. Ironically enough, it 
was DuRoy, as the cripple, who by his 


inept acting most completely showed 
up Daavidson’s inept script. But the 
others weren't far behind. 

Herbert Rawlinson, as the _ doctor, 


looked and acted like one of the gents 
in those old fashion plates that tailors 
used to display in their windows. Anne 
Sutherland did a so-called comic spinster 
in the only way possible to do it. 
Georgine Cleveland, as the loved. and 
loving wife, recited her lines in the 
approved schoolgirl manner — except 
that her diction was a bit below the 
usual schoolgirl average. Ruth Holden, 
as the sex-appealing nurse, would look 
good in a chorus. 

Tamara Nicoll did a stock oo0-la-la part 
about as wel! as it could be done, and 
she provided the one comparatively 
bright spot of the evening when she 
just missed putting over a Russian [folk 
song. 

The single set was credited to and 
would have done credit to no one 
Properties and furniture were attributed 
to William Bradley Studio and Hamp- 
ton Shops, respectively, but one would 
think that both organizations would re- 
sent it. With a piano against one wall 
end a satin-covered couch against the 
other, it’s somewhat startling to see a 
very businesslike desk occupying the 
middle of the room. 

Right of Happiness is so pitifully weak 
that it seems a shame to blow it over 
with even so gusty a puff as this one. 
But then DuRoy-Daavidson should have 
remembered that audiences have their 
right to happiness too.

“Three Rogues”

(Release date, March 8) 

A picture of the great outdoors and 
the early settlement of the Dakotas, ex- 
cellently directed by Benjamin Stoloff, 
with a cast including Victor McLaglen, 
Lew Cody, Eddie Gribbon, as the three 
rogues, and Fay Wray and Robert War- 
wick in the other two important roles. 

Story is based on Herman Whitaker's 
novel, Over the Border. It tells of three 
men, one a gambler, one a cattle thief 
and one a bank robber, who join hands 
and become inseparable companions. 
Wanted everywhere, they start for the 
Northwest, where the Government is to 
open new land. From all over the coun- 
try comes a motley aggregation for the 
land rush. A girl and her father come 
from Kentucky, bringing their thoro- 
breds, so as to start the race for a mine 
they have discovered and to which they 
have been unable to make a claim, owing 
to the fact that it has been on an In- 
dian reservation. Wayne Hunter, a 
notorious saloon keeper, knows about 
this and sets out to get the thorobreds. 
His minions kill the girl’s father, but 
her horees are saved by the three rogues, 
who take her under their sheltering wing 
and fight her battles. 

Soon, however, they learn that she 
carries a map to the gold mine and they 
believe they want it. They cannot treat 
her rough, as she is a2 woman, so one of 
them has to marry her. They cut the 
cards, and as each one is turned down 
the boys give it up as a bad job. The 
day of the land rush the girl is kid- 
naped by the saloon keeper, and just 
at this time her sweetheart from Ken- 
tucky arrives hunting for her. The three 
bandits learn of the kidnaping and set 
out for the saloon keeper's place, which 
he has left in charge of his allies, while 
he has taken his place in line for the 
rush. Rogues find the girl, help her to 
escape, mount the thorobred, and are off 
in a thrilling race across miles of terri- 
tory with the land-rushing line that 
stretches for miles across the level plains. 


This is excellently presented and brings 
an immense thrill. Of course, they reach 
the mine in time, the saloon keeper is 
killed and the girl and boy left alone to- 
gether as the three rogues start off on 
a wild dash to elude the sheriff, 
McLaglen appears in a different char- 
acterization than has been his wont, 
and, as usual, is impressive. Lew Cody is 
excellently cast as the sophisticated 
cheating gambler, who handles the role 
with that sly humor for which he has 
become famous... Eddie Gribbon also is 
amusing as the third and dumb rogue. 
Robert Warwick handles the role of the 
heavy with finesse, while Fay Wray, for 
the fourth time in a leading role on a 
Broadway screen in a week, gives a nicé 
portrayal to the leading feminine role.

While Miss Greenwood’s 
role is much smaller than that of the 
star, when she is on the screen the audi- 
ence is kept in a general uproar. 

If memory serves us right, John Cum- 
berland essayed the Keaton role on the 
stage, and Florence Moore had the role 
played by Miss Greenwood. The script 
has been considerably changed, due to 
the wider latitude of the screen, and it 
becomes a rough-house comedy about 
midway and gets into a general Key- 
stone scramble and chase before finis is 
written. 

Keaton is always amusing, and in this 
one he comes thru with a cracking good 
performance. He is surrounded by a 
coterie of stunning-looking women, in- 
cluding Dorothy Christy, Joan Peers, 
Sallie Eilers and Natalie Moorhead. 
Reginald Denny and Cliff Edwards ap- 
pear in a couple of comedy roles to good 
advantage. 

Story tells of a sign tacker, who, nit 
by an auto, is carried into a beautiful 
country home, where two sisters live. 
The elder has been choice in her selec- 
tion of a husband, and the younger will 
not marry until her sister has taken the 
marital vows. The younger’s fiance sets 
out to make the older sister fall in love 
and palms the injured sign placarder off 
as a devil among the women. He is any- 
thing else but, and to carry out this idea 
the fiance has to have the gentleman 
compromised. This is no easy feat, for 
the sign man is naturally shy of women, 
but once in a hotel room with a woman 
engaged for the job, he goes wild and 
gets mixed up with several of them. 
From here on it is typical Al Woods’ bed.

“The Finger Points” 
(FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 
At the Strand 
Producer’s footage, 8,021. 
minutes. 
(Release date, April 11, 1931) 

Lingle murder case in Chicago serves 
as the basis for the story idea of this 
film, with Richard Barthelmess in the 
role of the Nnewspaperman who met 
death at the hands of the gangsters who 
had served as targets for his blackmail 
racket. While the author has taken nu- 
merous liberties with the newspaper idea 
of the story, the picture in spite of its 
lack of authenticity from this angle 
remains good melodrama and has plenty 
of excitement and interest and for movie 
audiences it can be called good enter- 
tainment. 

In the rush of gangster stories for the 
Screen. there seems to be a trend to 
bring the newspaper angle into the film, 
two of this type having been scen on 
Broadway during the past week. Story 
leaves rather a bad taste, as we find the 
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hero at the start a good, clean lad who 
gets In with a gang of racketeers, graft- 
ing from them, practically becoming 
their boss and then dies by their guns. 
Breckenridge Lee, hailing from Savannah 
where he had seen reportorial service on 
a daily, decides on the big city. With a 
letter of introduction he gets a #35 a 
week job on the leading daily. With 
a hard-boiled city editor he finds as- 
sistance in his new work thru a sob 
sister, and another happy-go-lucky re- 
porter, known as “Breezy”. 

There has been much corruption and 
vice in the city and the managing edi- 
tor calls the staff and gives them a talk 
that they are going after the gangsters 
tooth and toenail. Lee is given an as- 
signment to cover a new club that is to 
be opened. He meets the boss and when 
they find he is after a story they try to 
bribe him to keep it out, but the boy 
is for his paper and writes the yarn. 
He is waylaid by the gangster’s strong 
men and given a severe drubbing. After 
several weeks in a hospital he returns 
te the paper to find that the paper will 
not see him thru on his hospital and 
doctor bills, believing he has been in a 
street brawl. 

Then he decides to graft by keeping 
the gangster stories out of the paper. 
He becomes a formidable character and 
grafts right and left, even turning to 
the point of fighting the gangsters when 
he does not believe his cut is great 
enough. Sob sister, who has fallen for 
him, suspects his dealings and gives him 
the air. He runs up on a big story and 
holds up the boss for $100,000 to keep 
it out of print. Then he decides to 
marry the girl, give the life up and 
leave the city. But Breezy has uncov- 
ered the same yarn and the paper pub- 
lishes it. Just as Lee is about to leave 
with the girl, he gets the warning he 
bas doubled-crossed the gang and as he 
leaves the building he is killed. 

Barthelmess has the best role in this 
production that he has had since The 
Dawn Patrol, and gives an excellent ac- 
count of himself, even tho the character 
is vastly overdrawn. Fay Wray, who has 
seemed a vapid somebody in talking 
films, comes out of her lethargy in 
this story and gives a nice characteriza- 
tion. Regis Toomey, in the role of the 
lovable Breezy, is excellently cast and han- 
dies the portrayal to perfection. Clark 
Gable again proves himself an A-1 de- 
lineator of gangster characters. 

Story of The Finger Points is by 
John Monk Saunders, who gave us 
Wings. Saunders is not as thoroly versed 
in his newspaper yarns as he is in his 
stories of aviation. John Francis Dil- 
lon’s direction is quite good.

“Bad Sister”

Based on Booth Tarkington's story 
The Flirt, this one serves to introduce 
Sidney Fox to the screen. The role is 
rather an unfortunate one for the in- 
troduction of a player to film audiences. 
It is a thankless, unsympathetic role up 
until the last few minutes of the film. 
The girl is hateful, spiteful and cruel, 
and is not at all subtle in her machina- 
tions to win the various men who hap- 
pen to catch her eye. However, Miss 
Fox must be credited with playing 
the role without any effort to win sym- 
pathy. She is almost ruthless in her 
conquests. 

In spite of the fact that the role is 
unsympathetic the picture is interest- 
ing, well played and nicely cast. Any 
Eooth Tarkington story has the hominess 
and naturalness that movie audiences 
love and brings a refreshing atmosphere 
to the screen. It is pleasing after so 
many gang and racketeer films to find 
one that is practically a slice of Ameri- 
can home life. And that’s what this 
one is. The picture was done as a silent 
many years ago with Eileen Percy in 
the role that is now essayed by Miss 
Fox. 

The story tells of an American family, 
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mother, father, two daughters and an 
urchin son, @ mischievous youth who 
brings a good bit of comedy into the 
film. The younger daughter—the pam- 
pered one—gets all of the fine clothes, 
is the better looking of the two—and 
goes after her men with the air of a 
conqueror. The elder sister, a plain girl, 
looks after the home duties. The elder 
sister loves the man, a young doctor, 
who believes he loves the flirt. Soon the 
younger girl has given him the air and 
takes up with a newcomer to town, who 
is promoting an oil-well scheme. He 
prevails upon the flirt to get her father 
to sign a paper sanctioning his organiza- 
tion and when the father refuses the 
girl forges his signature. 


The girl decides to elope with the 
promoter and he suggests they be mar- 
ried in an adjoining town. After a night 
spent in a hotel she wakes up a sadder 
but a wiser girl only to find he has 
given her the air during the night and 
left for parts unknown. Returning to 
the home town she goes to the doctor 
to tell him she is ready to marry him, 
but doctor has fallen for the elder sister 
in the meantime and tells the flirt it is 
the other girl he loves. She reaches her 
own home just as friends of her father 
are denouncing him for advising them 
by his signed letter to purchase the oil 
stock. The flirt finally comes to her 
senses, admits she forged the signature 
and ends up by marrying the village 
dub, who has loved her all thru the film. 

The cast that is excellently handled 
under the direction of Hobart Henley, 
includes Conrad Nagel, as the doctor; 
Humphrey Bogart, as the promoter; Em- 
ma Dunn, as the mother; Charles Win- 
ninger, as the father; Bette Davis, as the 
elder sister, and Zasu Pitts and Slim 
Summerville in two minor but amusing 
comedy roles.

“The Lion and the Lamb”

One of those impossible stories that 
makes one wonder why it was ever pro- 
duced on the screen. Based on a story 
of same name by E. Phillips Oppenheim, 
it is not only incredible, but cannot de- 
cide whether it is trying to be lurid 
melodrama or a travesty on that type of 
entertainment. 


Story deals with a gang of notorious 
jewel thieves known as the Lambs. With 
the locale in London, a young English 
Ear), mistaken for a pickpocket, is forced 
into their midst. When he tries to re- 
veal his identity they laugh at him, and 
when he tries to leave their ranks he is 
told there is only death to deserters. 


Gang, accompanied by the Ear], forces 
an entrance into a wealthy home to steal 
a much-sought-after diamond. Here the 
Earl meets the daughter of the house, a 
girl he had saved from drowning. Earl 
manages to escape from the gang and 
then sets about, with the aid of a New 
York chauffeur and his two butlers, to 
catch the gang in his own home. By 
summoning the police at the start the 
picture could have been well over before 
it was started. It finally all comes out 
in the end with the gang captured when 
the Earl has to set fire to his home to 
escape from the villains and in that 
method summons the fire department 
rather than the police. 


Walter Byron, who was brought over 
as leading man for Vilma Banky by 
Samuel Goldwyn in the silent days, is 
the Earl and is inclined to amateurish- 
ness in the delivery of lines, particularly 
when attempting to get over a laugh. 
Carmel Myers, in one of her usual 
dialect vamp roles; Miriam Seegar, mak- 
ing a rather unattractive heroine; Mon- 
tague Love, as the villain, and Raymond 
Hatton, as the chauffeur, have the other 
leading roles. It would be unfair to 
criticize the direction of George B. Seitz 
on such an insipid vehicle. He did the 
best possible with the impossible yarn.

An effort was 
made to get the public in to see a re- 
vival of The Jazz Singer, but after a 
three days’ run the picture was yanked 
and Divorce Among Friends substituted 
four days in advance of its announced 
showing. 

Divorce Among Friends is a light little 
domestic thing, trying to be smart with 
a dash of risqueness that never reaches 
the line of vulgarity. It has humor and 
would no doubt hawe been a far better 
film had there not been so much repeti- 
tion in certain sequences and dialog, 
particularly those between the husband 
and wife in their daily bickerings. 

Cast includes Lew Cody, James Hall, 
Irene Delroy and Natalie Moorehead. 
Hall and Miss Delroy are husband and 
wife. Miss Delroy is insanely jealous 
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and Hall is an inveterate Mar, telling a’

Wife 
decides to elope with Cody and while 
he waits in the library getting drunker 
and drunker hubby and wife makeup 
and Cody again gets the air. 

Story is by Jack Townsley, with dia- 
log by Arthur Caesar. There are some 
smart quips in the story, tho not up to 
the usual Caesar standard. Roy del Ruth 
directed and has managed to get in 
some amusing detail. Cody practically 
walks away with the honors of the film. 
Miss Moorehead looks stunning in 
her usual sirenic manner, while Miss 
Delroy, who was one of the stage’s most 
stunning women, has not fared any too 
well with the camera.

Are Blamed 


Cleanup advocated for many of larger stations—too 
many studio employees view broadcasting industry as a 
racket—systematized methods and courtesy are lacking 


NEW YORK, April 4.—Radio as a form of “amusement is 
destined to remain in the kindergarten class until the powers that 
be in the big stations invest more than passing interest in what is 


taking place outside their private offices, 


and replace the ex- 


stenographers and ex-soda clerks in the artist and program bureaus 


with experienced showmen pos- 
sessing vision, courtesy, executive 
ability and real interest in the 
future welfare of the firms which 


employ them. 

Many persons holding jobs in various 
stations view the broadcasting industry 
as a racket which offers them an oOppor- 
tunity to chisel in friends and cut in on 
commissions. As a result of incompetence 
and chiseling, radio has not progressed 
much beyond the medicine-show class. 

A big station, for instance, might be 
likened to one of our well-known na- 
tional magazines; the first entertains 
thru the ear and sells time, the other 
thru the eye and sells space. But the 
of a big radio station has not 
iearned how to handle the entertaining 
end of his business the way the big editor 
does. And until he acquires this knowl- 
edge and applies it daily, he never will 
attain a position in his own industry 
similar to that held by a_ successful 
magazine in the periodical field. 

The editor of a big magazine caters to 
millions of readers, probably more than 
any radio program reaches. The editor 
makes it his business to know what it’s 
all about and doesn’t hire an adver- 
tising solicitor or the foreman of a book 
bindery to select the stories to fill his 
pages. He engages experienced editors 
to read and select material for his final 
o. k. And his staff is ready to give any- 
body with something to say a courteous 
hearing. 

The editor makes it his business to 
know what is going on outside his own 
office in conjunction with the magazine, 
and if he happens to find a writer who 
has caught the public’s fancy, he doesn’t 
let him drift away as tho he were a 
porter. 

But you don’t find any systematized 
methods in most of the radio stations. 
In one you're likely to find the lady in 
charge of auditions and talent smoking 
a cigaret, with no time for anybody. In 
another you're apt to run across an ex- 
usher from a circus. In a third you'll 
find a former pit orchestra leader. None 
of these persons knows what it is oll 
about and doesn’t care, so long as he or 
she has the good will of the boss and 
the job lasts 

About a werk ago a singer with a 
marvelous voice applied at one of the 
prominent stations for an audition. He 
had been on the air at good stations in 
other parts of the country and had 
played with half a dozen successful mu-

Leaders Split 
Royalty Melon 


Seven $300,000 _ richer 
from “plug” cut-ins—sum 
comes from big publishers 


NEW YORK, April 4.—Seven 
orchestra leaders broadcasting 
over radio chains from here and 
Chicago are richer today, accord 
ing to a reliable source of in- 
formation, by $300,000, represent- 
ing their cut-ins on the various 
tunes they “plugged” during the 
second half of 1930. Individual 


checks are reported to have 
ranged as follows: $%90,000, $75,000, 
$40,000, $35,000, $25,000, $20,000 and 
$15,000. And this money was not paid 
out by small publishers, which should 
give the Music Publishers’ Protective As- 
sociation plenty to think about. 


The $300,000 does not include the 
money paid out weekly to leaders of 
lesser importance. Some of these leaders 
are on the weekly pay roll, drawing down 
from $15 to $50 each, while others re- 
ceive so much per “plug”. It is a com- 
mon occurrence to hear a songwriter 
say: “I had to cut two leaders in, one 
here and one in the Middle West.” And 
in some cases three leaders have to be 
cut in. 

One leader here is said to be cut in on 
more than 25 tunes at the present time. 
Not infrequently he is cut in to give a 
tune a ride on the air several times, 
which lends prestige to the number and 
gets it to out-of-town leaders, who tune 
in to hear what he is playing. Today 
very few established writers expect to 
make progress with a number unless 
they cut in one or more leaders. 


Music Publishers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, as a body, condemns the leaders, 
whereas the music men who look at the 
situation logically place the blame on 
the publishers’ shoulders. Leaders would 
not “plug” tunes on any verbal royalty 
agreement, hence the publishers must 
issued written contracts to them, and in 
most cases the publishers know perfectly 
well that the leaders had no hand in 
writing the songs. 

Publishers now cutting in leaders ‘or 
permitting them to be cut in fear that 
if they cut the leaders out that these 
fellows would refuse to play any of their 
tunes.

New Phase to Song Cut-Ins 


NEW YORK, April 4—An enterprising 
publisher has devised a new scheme in 
conjunction with cutting in leaders on 
songs. Like other big firms he had been 
paying three cents royalty to writers on 
sheet music, leaving a third or a quarter 
of the contract open for some leader who 
could be induced to “plug” the tune. 
With this system in vogue the song- 
writers knew that somebody was to be 
cut in, but at times could not tell the 
name of the cut-in tooter. This particu- 
lar publisher now is offering writers two 
cents per cOpy on all music sold for 18 
cents or under, when he never received 
more than 16% cents for anything ex- 
cept show tunes. He figures that by 
forcing writers to accept two cents he 
will have one cent left to pay leaders 
and will not have to discuss cut-ins with 
the writers. 


Newspapers Squawking About 
Shifting of Radio Programs 


NEW YORK, April 4.—Several musical 
directors on chain hookups have been 
notified by the commercial firms em- 
ploying them to eliminate the practice 
ef changing programs after they have 
been sent to the newspapers. Editors of 
the papers have been squawking to 
advertising agencies saying that they 
have been deluged with kicks from 
readers who say that less than 50 per 
cent of the numbers advertised in the 
papers are played by the orchestras 
echeduled to play them. 

There is some talk about the papers 
dropping all the listing of musical num- 
bers unless the leaders live up to the 
programs they map out in advance. 


Ossie Nelson’s Band Engaged 


NEW YORK, April 4.—Ossie Nelson 
and his orchestra have been signed for 
the summer to appear at the Pelham 
Heath Inn in Westchester, opening there 
April 16. Contract with the inn permits 
Nelson's unit to double at Loew theaters, 
for which it is understood he has been 
signed for the next five years. 


Durium Releases Continue 


NEW YORK, April 4.—Despite the fact 
that the Durium Record Company went 
into receivership two weeks ago the 
company has continued to release its 
weekly record under the title of Hit-o/- 
the-Week. Altho not notified to any- 
thing definite, most of the publishers 
and songwriters are under the impres- 
sion that royalties will be paid in full 
on all releases after the date of the re- 
ceivership.

(Continued from opposite page) 
sical productions on Broadway. Further- 
more, he possesses a marvelous voice. 
When he was half thru the first verse of 
a song, the lady handling the audition 
raised her hand and said: “That's 
enough,” and’ walked away. 

If she could tell what the man cculd 
do by hearing a few bars, she must be 2a 
mindreader, but she isn’t. and has as 
much license to judge and select talent 
as the writer has to direct a symphony 
orchestra. 

Auditions at the various stations have 
become standard jokes with experienced 
artists. They figure that unless one has 
an “in” with somebody on the in- 
side it is a waste of time trying to get 
anywhere, Even when one goes thru an 
audition at the big stations before the 
committee it is 50 to 1 he never will 
hear any more of the incident. Oc- 
casionally one of these hopefuls is called 
back to do a gratis program, which is 
insult to injury. The committee of mani- 
kins doesn’t know talent from nerve and 
as a rule is afraid to recommend any 
newcomer thru fear of being ridiculed. 

Singers and orchestra who have made 
good on programs and built up a follow- 
ing are permitted by fhe artists’ bureau 
to fade out of the picture, with un- 
knowns being chiseled into their places 
thru politics. And since the advertising 
agents handling radio accounts have 
concluded they know how to select 
talent and music and build programs the 
situation has become more chaotic. In 
view of these conditions and general 
mismanagement it is only natural for 
millions of persons thruout the coun- 
try to turn away from the stereotyped 
form of amusement furnished by radio 
and seek something more lively and en- 
tertaining elsewhere. 

And the situation is not likely to show 
any decided improvement until the fel- 
lows higher up realize that no big suc- 
cessful enterprise has ever been founded 
on friendships, aagles and incompetents.

“IT am suggesting a license such 
as North Carolina has—$300 a year, cov- 
cring all charges, city, State and county. 
This would not reduce the revenue of 
the State, but would instead increase it. 
As things stand, the shows cannot pay 
the license now required of them in 
Florida.

ERY frequently we hear squawks 

from performers against a certain 

show operator, who, we are told, is 
in the habit of chiseling his performers 
and cutting their salaries to the bone. 
Not only does he resort to the cut prac- 
tice in lean times, but even at the pres- 
ent time, when he is said to be “mop- 
ping up”, he is putting the knife to 
work, according to report. 

While we do not condone such prac- 
tices, there is really nothing we can do 
to stop it. The manager has a perfect 
right to operate his show any way he 
sees fit. If he can get actors on his 
show to work for nothing more than 
coffee and biscuits, that’s all to his ad- 
vantage, financially. There are Mterally 
hundreds of managers operating the 
same way, and getting by. 

And whose fault is it? Whose fault 
is it that these managers have gotten 
into the salary-slashing habit? None 
other than the performer himself. He 
has his salary cut, registers a miniature 
objection, but continues right on the 
job. If he quits there ‘s somebody else 
to take his place at the chopped figure. 


And strange as it may seem, the man- 
ager referred to at the start has very 
little difficulty in getting people. He is 
one of the hustling type show owners, 
and his show is always working. Per- 
formers are anxious to get on such an 
outfit, even tho the salary isn't what 
they have been getting. He always has 
a waiting list, willing to work for any- 
thing on up. 

And then there is another thing that 
has caused salary cutting, and this, too, 
can be blamed onto the performers. And 
this is a more dastardly thing than the 
chiseling practiced by the managers. It 
is this: A show operator has his com- 
pany all set and working, when he re- 
ceives a letter from some performer, 
begging for work snd offering to work 
for about half of what the person filling 
the position he desires is now receiving. 
With koth performers of equal caliber, 
it is hard for a manager to turn such an 
offer aside. He is in business for prof- 
its and not for the glory in it, and every 
dollar saved in salary is a dollar in the 
manager's pocket. 

Take a factory, for example, employ- 
ing 25 men at $50 a week. The owner 
receives an offer from 25 other men, 
equally as capable of doing the work, to 
perform the same duties for $25 a week, 
a saving to the owner of $625 a week. 
An added profit at no added investment. 
All things equal, what would you do? 
If you are in business for gain, you will 
naturally take the cheaper workers. Per- 
sonal ‘feelings and sympathy do not en- 
ter the matter at all. Therefore can you 
blame the show manager? 

Of course, such things rarely occur in 
a factory today. The workers are or- 
ganized to protect themselves against 
just such procedures. But the tabloid 
performers are not organized, and hence 
it is up to themselves to look after their 
own interests. If they are satisfied to 
work on a cut-rate show, they. should 
not squawk about the manager when 
they leave the company.

Williams Claim Arbitrated 


The Council of the association, at its 
regular meeting March 31, took under 
consideration the claim lodged by the 
management of The New Yorkers against 
Frances Williams. 

In view of the probably conflicting 
evidence as to Miss Williams’ physical 
condition at the time she left the pro- 
duction, the Council ordered the dispute 
te be submitted to a board of arbitra- 
tion under the rules of the American 
Arbitration Association April 3. 

Miss Williams, a featured member of 
the cast of The New Yorkers, left the 
production March 23, claiming that her 
doctors had ordered a rest in a warm 
climate. The necessity for such a rest 
was disputed by the management, which 
asked the Council to permit it to cancel 
her run-of-the-play contract. 

The Council, in considering the dis- 
pute, believed that time was an essentiai 
part of it and felt that a trial on 
charges might, under-the constitution of 
the association, be protracted over a 
period of three weeks or more, while it 
was to the interest of all concerned to 
procure as speedy a settlement as possi- 
ble. It therefore decided upon such an 
arbitration as has been outlined above. 


Hotel Fight Still On 


Some months ago all Equity members 
were notified that for their endeavor to 
secure collective agreements covering 
wages, hours and conditions of work, the 
employees of six Cleveland hotels had 
been locked out by the management. 

At the time Equity expressed its 
opinion that members of the association 
would probably prefer not to help in 
the fight to deny these men the right to 
organize, which had meant so much to 
actors. 

Martin Spiegel, business representative 
of the Cleveland Waiters and Beverage 
Dispensers’ Union, has written Equity 
recently to thank the members of the 
association who have helped the locked- 
out members of his organization by re- 
fusing to patronize the hotels which are 
fighting them. 

But he wishes to point out that the 
fight, far from being settled, is con- 
tinuing with great vigor and that the 
hotel employees still need the actors’ 
support. 

Theatrical companies arriving on Sun- 
day when there are no pickets on duty 
May not know of conditions in these ho- 
tels and may register at one of them 
in all good faith. 

And so Equity again calls attention 
to the fact that these six hotels have 
been declared unfair to organized labor 
by the Cleveland Federation of Labor 
and the Ohio State Federation of Labor 
Their attitude is responsible for the un- 
employment of some 500 men and wom- 
en. Until they have made their peace 
with organized labor (and that will be 
chronicled in The Equity Magazine with 


real pleasure when it is arranged) those 
members of the association who value 
the right of all members of a trade, 
craft or profession to negotiate condi- 
tions of labor thru leaders of their own 
choosing will not oppose that effort by 
registering or doing business with unfair 
hotels. 


Passion Play Score 


Statistics as to The Passion Play per- 
formed by the villagers at Oberammer- 
gau, in Bavaria, during the summer of 
1930 indicate gross receipts of $1,250,000, 
with net profits of approximately half 
a million dollars. 

But even this imposing sum does not 
mean much to each individual actor 
when divided among the 1,156 persons 
who took part in the performances. Even 
the leading actors received no more than 
£250 apiece, and minor characters and 
tnose whose work merely supported the 
performance got no more than $10 or 
$15 for their summer’s work. 

And there was an enormous amount of 
preparation involved in the presentation 
of this community drama. There were 
months of rehearsals for the 102 char- 
acters who had speaking parts; more 
than 300 rehearsals for the musicians 
aud singers and countless more for the 
stagehands and others. The 79 perform- 
ances were spread Over a period of fev- 
eral months. It was not for the money 
that Oberammergau performed The Pas- 
sion Play. 

Reports as to the artistic work of 
the players indicated that it was of a 
high order. The 300th anniversary of 
the first production will be observed in 
1934.

The special matinee benefit for the 
Actors’ Fund of America which was pre- 
sented by the Girl Crazy Company at 
the Alvin Theater, New York, Thursday 
afternoon, March 19, grossed just $2,002. 


Former Star Passes

regret of the death of Lauretta Allen in 
Dallas. Mrs. Allen had been on the 
stage for more than 50 years, and in her 
time she had played with some of the 
great names of the theater. She had 
been in the companies of Edwin Booth, 
Barrett, Kate Claxton, Denman Thomp- 
son and others. For several seasons she 
was leading woman for Thomas Keenan, 
Her most recent engagements were in 
The Nut Farm and Your Uncle Dudley. 

Mrs. Allen is survived by a brother, 
Samuel Allen; a sister, Mrs. L. R. Kelvey, 
and a son, Allen Montague, all of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., to whom Equity tenders 
its condolences.

Chorus Equity Assn.

Five new members joined the Chorus 
Equity in the past week. 

We are holding checks in settlement of 
claims for Evelyn Anderson, Ivy Gaynor, 
Marge Hylan, Marion Hylan, Elizabeth 
Huyler, Jeanne Oliver, Marion E. Phillips, 
Jack Ray, Hazel St. Amant, Dolly Thom- 
son and Grace Tweedie. 

June Shafer is playing Frances Wil- 
liams’ part in The New Yorkers. 

The employment agency has several 
calls for boys who can do acrobatic 
dancing, and we are having difficulty 
in filling these calls. 

There is no reason why this shouid 
be the case. For four years the Chorus 
Equity has had an excellent acrobatic 
ciass in which lessons can be obtained 
for 50 cents an hour, and for which our 
members may obtain a scholarship if 
they are unable to pay. 

The person who is successful in any 
business is the person who anticipates 
demands. Many of our members joined 
when the demand was for singers or 
tap dancers. If they could sing or if 
they were tap dancers they were per- 
fectly satisfied to let this be their only 
accomplishment. The last two years has 
shown a steadily increasing demand for 


persons who can do acrobatic, as well as 
tap dancing. 

Probably not more than 1 per cent of 
our members have taken advantage of 
the acrobatic class, and of that 1 per 
cent 99 per cent have been girls. Our 
members constantly complain of the 
number of amateurs who come into the 
business, crowding them out of their 
engagements. 

These amateurs are chosen because 
they come from dancing schools—they 
have kept up with the demands of the 
season and can do work that the mem- 
ber who has been in the business several 
seasons cannot do because he will not 
study. 

The versatile person is the person who 
gets engagements. It is all right to 
have one specialty, but you should be 
able to do several things well. 

We know that chorus people are now 
asked to do work that was required only 
of principals several seasons ago, and 
that salaries have not increased with 
the demands made on chorus people. At 
the same time the more difficult work 
now required will bring into the Chorus 
Equity a greater percentage of people 
who in time will qualify for important 
roles as principals. 

From‘time to time our members have 
complained that the minimum salary of 
$30 in New York and $35 on the road is 
too low and that Equity did nothing in 
establishing this minimum. 

Aside from the fact that before the 
Gays of Equity chorus people were paid 
as low as $18 and $20 a week, and in 
some stock conipanies $12—it becomes 
apparent now and then that that mini- 
mum still serves as a barrier against 


- starvation salaries. 


Only a week ago one company tried 
to cut salaries below the minimum and 
was stopped by the association, and a 
new company in rehearsal tried to pay 
below the minimum. . 

With hard times the value of Equity 
as a police force increases. 

We must be careful not to let down 
the bars because of present conditions— 
improved working conditions are won 
only thru a fight, and the history of 
labor organizations shows that ground 
once lost is hard to regain. 

It is difficult to live on the road on 
less than $35. A production that is in 
such bad shape that it must cut chorus 
people below $35 can’t last ariyway. Why 
break down your contract for a couple 
of weeks’ work in which {ft will cost you 
more than your salary to live? If you 
do so you will find it increasingly dif- 
ficult to get an engagement that will 
pay a living wage.

Blanche Sweet reached the apex of 
screen stardom before the advent of 
talkies and since then has appeared in 
several fair features. Interest in her as 
a vaudeville personality rests chiefly in 
the recollection of her past performances 
in another era. That she chose to em- 
ploy a sketch as her wedge to break into 
a vaudeville flier is possible evidence 
either of very good judgment or a happy 
situation brought about by a realization 
of her inferred limitations in the sing- 
dance field. 

Snobbishness is a smart little piece and 
Miss Sweet is well cast in the lead. Not 
a considerable lot of emoting is required, 
but what there is of it gets good han- 
dling by the screen luminary, Edwin 
Burke piece makes concessions in spots 
to the booking office’s idea of the vaude- 
ville mind, but it is written on a higher 
plane than most playlets you are likely 
to see around the vaudeville circuits at 
a time when sketches are officially dead 
and buried. 

Miss Sweet takes the part of a young 
matron who is packing for a bon voyage 
with a ritzy hubby. They are discussing 
the merits and faults of certain friends 
and hubby is all for the ones with posi- 
tion, prestige, etc. Hubby makes an exit 
and while he is gone a threatricalized 
tough guy enters and reveals himself to 
the surprised wife as his brother. Wife 
thinks up a plan to bring hubby down to 
earth. She has brother remake his en- 
trance and the ensuing action calls for 
the reluctant admission on hubby's part 
that this hard-berled baby is indeed his 
brother. She carries the plan thru by 
surreptitiously slipping the family Jools 
into brother’s pocket, accusing him of 
the theft and then forcing hubby to 
frisk him. Outraged hubby rises to the 
defense of his brother, and the plan of 
testing his mettle worked admirably. 
But the playlet derives its biggest kick 
from an anticlimax wherein friend wife 
discusses indulgently brother's bootleg- 
ging business and asks him whether he 
knows of her Uncle So-and-So. He does 
and thereupon she asks that he be care- 
ful about revealing his identity to the 
uncle. “Certainly not,” explodes brother, 
“I’m ashamed to be seen with him my- 
self.” A great curtain line and a big 
laugh. 

Miss Sweet plays her role with pleasant 
restraint As the hard-boiled denizen 
James Flavin is the comedy standout. 
Harold Elliott is proficient in his inter- 
pretation of the husband part and fault- 
less entrances and exits are made by Jack 
O’Brien as the indispensable butler. 
They should like this sketch everywhere, 
but far better in the class houses.

-Escape artist. Setting—In one and 
three (special). Time—Eleven minutes. 

Here is an ili-minute novelty that 
should escape the unofficial RKO ban on 
so-called “freak” acts and work steadily 
everywhere. It is intensely interesting 
thruout its running time, fast, and pre- 
sented in a way as to dissipate any 
thoughts of humbug. 

Kine Brawn does four escape stunts 
assisted by two males in neat uniforms 
and preceded by a short announcement 
from a spieler. Introduction speech deals 
mainly with the gold sword awarded 
Brawn by the late Czar of Russia for 
escaping from an especialiy constructed 
box. 

Escapes, in order, are from a strait- 
jacket, with 50 feet of chain added; 
thru a section of squared prison bars, 
thru the keyhole of a reproduction of a 
padlock and the passing of his body 
thru a tennis racket, the strings of which 
were first cut. 

Everything is done in full view and 
before a committee of four called up from

the audience. Speed with which Brawn 
works is remarkable, with each escape, 
excepting the strait-jacket, taking not 
more than a minute.

Act is neatly dressed and mounted, 
Brawn coming on in tails and top hat, but 
removing his coat to go thru the dif- 
ferent stunts.

A girl does two 
song and dance solos that are weak. 
Act drags, is too long. and the gags are 
often distasteful. 

Opens with Gilly warbling We’re in 
Society, with Morgan at the piano. 
Morgan follows with a nice violin ren- 
dition of When the Organ Played at 
Twilight, Three Little Words and Cheer- 
jul Little Earful. Girl then does a vocal 
comedy song called That’s All I Want 
Tc Know. Her voice is thin, but she 
manages to put the number over. Gilly, 
who unolads a bunch of gags between 
numbers by the others, comes on at 
this point for a prolonged stay. He spills 
gags in a loud, boisterous manner, does 
a lot of mugging, and when he gets 
dogn to straight singing, displays a clear 
ringing voice.

Some of his gags are of the double- 
meaning variety and ought to be 
dropped. 

Act got plenty of laughs at this show, 
but it could stand a lot of revising.

They are not a new combo in vaude- 
ville by any means, having been caught 
together three years ago in an act writ- 
ten by Neville.Fleeson.

One fault of the act is that Miss New- 
berry does not do enough. Another 
fault, or faults, is that whatever both 
she and Holbrook do is not done well 
enough.

Their choice of songs 
is not so good and their method of de- 
livery could be improved, however.

There is 
plenty to his new act, which covers a 
wide entertainment range, yet it falls 
short of being playable because of poor 
production. Too much of a hodge-podge 
affair, without any regard to proper 
routining and care in making the spe- 
cialties mean most. 

There is a good idea for the opening 
and closing which is brought out in the 
subbilling From Morn Till Night, but it 
sandwiches sessions of music, comedy, 
singing and dancing that are so scattered 
and poorly presented that effectiveness is 
lost. Trimming the 23-minute running 
time and rerouting the act should help 
matters.

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Dark Cloud Overshadows 
Great American Playground 


ENTLEMEN of the General Assembly 
* of Florida: You are convening this 

April 7 for the purpose of enacting 
legislation that will redound to the weliare 
of your people and your grand old State's 
prosperity. Is it not reasonable to expect 
that your honorable body will give due con- 
sideration to a measure that is of vital in- 
terest, not only to Floridians, but also to 
millions of people of the United States who 
annually seek health and pleasure within 
the domains you govern? 

Florida, Land of Sunshine, delight of 
the tourist multitude and winter home of 
the wealth, fashion and culture of the great 
cities of America, is overcast by an ominous 
cloud. It casts a shadow, sinister and chill- 
ing, over cities and resorts that afford 
matchless, perfect playgrounds for the 
people. 

This ugly flaw in the otherwise perfect 
diamond that is Florida appears in your 
State tax code and is reflected and empha- 
sized in certain city license lists. It affects 
ainusements. 

Florida, as a nation’s playground, has no 
greater advertisement, no greater lure, apart 
from its climate, than its capacity to pro- 
vide amusement for its resident and visiting 
millions. The State’s people and its vast 
miititude of visitors expect at your hands 
ample protection for amusements. 

This protection, formerly in effect, has 
been sadly broken down by laws enacted in 
recent years, laws which in some instances 
found their way to the statute books cov- 
ert], Laws designed to further selfish 
Laws conceived for the 


private interests. 


suppression of a wide field of attractions in 
order that a few private interests may thrive 
thru the absence of competition. 

Gentiemen of the General Assembly, the 
show world at large does not believe that 
the onerous taxes imposed upon certain 
classes of amusements in Florida were put 


into the code with tie full knowledge and 
understanding of a majority of the Florida 
Legislature. .\ hearing accorded the meas- 
ure to be introduced before your honorable 
body at this session, we are sure, will bring 
to your attention conditions which, in the 
interest of the people you represent, you 
will find yourselves ready and willing to 
correct. 

Your exorbitant license taxes are driv- 
ing out of Florida innumerable traveling 
theatrical attractions, outdoor and indoor. 
From an authentic source The Billboard 
receives the information that the maximum 
license now exacted from a dramatic, mu- 
sical or minstrel! show playing under canvas 
-—if the show played 365 days in the year— 
would amount to the ridiculously prohibi- 
tive sum of $76,000. 

A tent repertoire show, for example, is 
charged approximately $225 a day, State 
and local taxes. On the other hand, the 
average license paid by a local theater is 
$100. The contrast is eloquent of the con- 
ditions in Florida against which the show 
business in general complains. 

Compare the figures given with the fair 
and reasonable taxes imposed by the State 
of North Carolina, whose business record in 
recent years places it in the ranks of the 
most progressive States. In North Carolina 
a license tax of $300 a year covers all forms 
of taxation for the same traveling attrac- 
tions. 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly of 
Florida, amusements contribute a great deal 
to the sum of human happiness. Suppres- 
sion of a diversity of attractions thru pro- 
hibitive license taxes may advance the self- 
ish interests of a few influential individuals, 
but it will render the State of Florida less 
attractive. 


Freeman’s Censorship Enforcement 
Policy Only Sensible One Thus Far 
T IHi4ERE is no effort required on the part 
of Hiram S. Brown to order that 
RKO’s stages be kept morally clean. 
All that is needed is a good understanding 
of moral values, which any right-thinking 
man is inferred to possess, and enough busi- 
ness acumen to realize that such is a wise 
policy, But in the matter of vaudeville 
censorship the dirty work is assumed by 
those who are responsible to Brown for 
carrying out his orders. The responsibility 
is especially great now, because this time 
RKO seems to be really serious about its 
intentions to clean up its stages. 

Charles J. Freeman, in charge of RKO’s 
vaudeville booking office, has the right idea 
on censorship. It is a pity that there aren’t 
about 60 Freemans in the field. And also 
to be regretted that human nature being 
what it is, it is impossible to transmute all 
of these ideas into action. 

Agreeing with Brown that vaudeville 
must be kept clean in order to be successful 
as a box-office proposition, Freeman goes 
further and states that censorship rules and 
regulations cannot be written along general 
lines and be made to apply universally to 
any and all artists. .It is Freeman’s conten- 
tion that a Sophie Tucker, a Phil Baker and 
a Belle Baker can employ certain lines with- 
out offending. The identical lines in the 
mouths of others would drive the decent 
element from the theaters. After all, Free- 
man is faced with the task of making vaude 
ville interesting. And vaudeville cannot be 
interesting if it is boiled to the sterilizing 
point by blue-nosed laboratory technicians. 

We, too, want vaudeville to be clean. 
Just as we would greatly desire burlesque 
and revues to be clean. But there is a mid- 


die road that should be the goal of enter- 
prising vaudeville showmen. That middle 
road takes Mr. and Mrs. Audience and their 
kiddies thru fields of spice, but is kept most 
carefully trimmed of stinkwood. Freeman 
wants vaudeville to lose none of its verve; 
on the other hand he has made it plain time 
and again that he will tolerate no dirt. Most 
important of all, he is not out to ruthlessly 
destroy the humanness of an institution that 
cannot be entirely destroyed because its 
appeal is based on qualifications that 
are essentially human. When _ censor- 
ship is mixed with generous portions of 
common sense it cannot fail of success. 
It is fortunate, indeed, that major vaude- 
ville’s clean-up job of its own is being en- 
gineered by a man imbued with that truly 
divine spark of discrimination. 


Let the Motion Picture Interests 
Open Their Dark Houses to “Flesh” 
S THE season of summer dramatic and 
A musical stock approaches, one of the 

most damaging and vicious influences 
to be faced is the policy of motion picture 
theater chains to take long leases on legiti- 
mate theaters and to keep them dark. The 
owners are getting their rentals, the picture 
magnates are shutting out competition and 
the theater-going public is being starved on 
a film diet to the exclusion of all other 
forms of amusement. 

The pernicious nature of this policy of 
the picture chains lies in its evasiveness 
and dark diplomacy. Stock managers write 
to various cities to gather, information as 
to the theatrical situation and to get the 
names of theaters equipped for stock, and 
only evasions are forthcoming. The thea- 
ter owners refer to the chain managers and 
the stock managers are left in doubt or are 
wholly ignored. If the public was fully 
aware of the situation, the picture chains 
would be forced to come into the open to 
retain the good will of the theater-going 
public. 

Thousands of musicians, stagehands, 
electricians and others in kindred occupa- 
tions are idle or doing odd jobs to keep the 
wolf from the door, while large playhouses 
are going to decay and becoming an eye- 
sore to the district in which they stand. 
There should be a national campaign to 
force these theaters open and to admit 
stock, legitimate road shows and vaudeville. 

The flimsiest pretense of the chain thea- 
ter operators is to lay claims that a theater 
is open, leasing occasionally to local dra- 
matic troupes and civic meetings. The pub 
lic often swallows this bait hook, line and 
sinker, while the theater is virtually dark 
and the key thrown into the well. 

Every city of any size should have sum- 
mer stock. It offers a variety of entertain- 
ment to local residents and provides a place 
of recreation for tourists and visitors. More 
important than this even, it provides work 
for the profession’s unemployed during 
these times of dire depression. 


Slipping Grosses in Film Houses 
Certain To Bring Back Stage Shows 


HI outlook for the return of “flesh” 

becomes brighter as each week passes. 

The most hopeful sign is seen in the 
fact that grosses in the straight talkie 
houses are on the toboggan. Even the film 
trade papers admit this. 

Unquestionably some of this drop may 
be traced to general conditions—but far 
from all of it—for these same film papers 
state that houses offering combined stage 
and film bills are holding their own. 
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The Triple Somersault 
Editor The Billboard: 


On your editorial page of February 28 
I read an article concerning leapers and 
leaping. Was much surprised at the 
statement that one of the Rixford Broth- 
ers, John L., did a triple somersault at 
the regular performance of the Barnum 
& Bailey Show. 

I saw the Rixfords many times, but 
never knew or heard that any one of 
them was anything more than one of the 
leapers. There were many leapers who 
did short-distance doubles whose names 
we never heard. With a memory that 
takes me back to 1870 and thru my love 
for the circus or anything connected 
with it, I am familiar with every promi- 
nent performer since that time. Out- 
standing and most prominent leapers of 
doubles and distance were William H. 
Batchelor, Fred O’Brien, John Worland 
and Frank Gardner, whose home was in 
Galesburg, Il. 

Gardner was the greatest of them all, 
for he won in the leaping contest in 
Gilmore’s Garden in the early 80s. 
George M. Kelly is always mentioned 
among the great leapers. Charles Ber- 
nard in a recent article speaks of him 
doing doubles. That is strange for the 
number of times I saw him with the 
John Robinson and W. W. Cole Shows I 
never saw him do a double. Last time 
I saw Kelly with the Cole Show he did 
Single over 18 horses, placed neck and 
neck, and was followed by William H. 
Batchelor in a double over 16. All these 
were of the 70s and 80s and nothing to 
equal them since. 

In a conversation with Bob Stickney 
in 1921 (he was with the Rhoda Royal 
Show that year) he told me that he tried 
a triple once, but failed and never tried 
it after. In reply to my question as to 
the ease in which so many could do 
doubles (no one did a triple) he replied 
that a performer becomes confused, and 
the great danger is in how you hit the 
pad. Gravity overcomes bodily dexterity, 
and, in his opinion, a clean-cut, triple 
from springboard to pad was never done.

Motorized Circus . 
Editor The Billboard: 


Quite an interesting article appeared 
in The\Forum week of March 7 by our 
circus friend, James Admire, of the 
the Barnett Bros.’ Circus, wherein he 
speaks of doing the advance, loca] con- 
tracting, press work, etc., all in one day. 
Permit me to remind Admire the same 
thing was done long before he saw the 
light of day, and his article has not cast 
any light on the operation of the ad- 
vance of a motor show. 

The writer did the locals with the 
following shows: Railroad—J. H. La 
Pearl, Washburn & Arlington. Pawnee 
Bill, Buckskin Bill, Andrew’Downie, J. P. 
Gallagher (boat show) and Sig Sautelle. 
Five seasons, boat show, wagon show and 
railroad show. Was with the Barnett Bros. 
two seasons. Did the same thing as.our 
friend. So give us something new in 
the motor-show line. 

As for making four towns in one day, 
it can’t be done, by Admire or anyone 
else. 

That the show only bills within a 
radius of 15 miles and hangs an average 
of 3,000 sheets a day—vwell, all you mud- 
show agents think what you like. The 
only show today, a motor show, posting 
$3,000 sheets a day is the good old 
Downie Show. And it advertises ‘rom 
25 to 40 miles away and draws them. The 
show costs more than $600 a day. 
So why cheapen your own show by say- 
ing no truck show could have a nut of 
more than $600 a day and exist? 

There is another motor show that bills 
pretty strong. Perhaps use that 
much paper, but I am not in a position 
to pass on it. That is the Gentry Show, 
under the management of Sam Dill. 

Admire says he made four towns in 
one day, contracted the city daubs, got 
the lot, license, then the bread, water, 
wood, routes for his three trucks billing 
the country, the instructions to the ad- 
vanee, the instructions to the show, got 
the rural routes, did press work and 
drove 150 miles. 

What is more, some of these shows 
that came in winner, if their bills were 
paid, would be in the red. 

Well, let’s hear from some of the real 
general agents of mud shows—Jerome 
Harriman, Clarence Auskins, Jimmie 


Beach. What about it? While he dwells 
on the “truck show”, it seems to me 
some of the hicks would want to know 
what kind of “garden truck” he was 
exhibiting. Governor Downie would not

As to a circus drawing only 15 miles, 
some people used to walk that far to a 
circus. The circus appeal is just as 
Strong today, with the right kind of 
advertising and right kind of propa- 
ganda ahead of the show, as it Was years 
ago. 
In my boat-show days with Sautelle, 
in 1890, on the Erie Canal, I had a 
wagon with one horse, carried all ad- 
vance material and did the entire ad- 
vance work. Then we branched irto a 
wagon show, 1892 and ‘93. Then, in 
1898, railroad show. 

The day is past for every farmer let- 
ting the circus plaster his barns and 
buildings, and the chance for billing is 
hot as great as it used to be. To spread 
3.000 sheets a day within a radius of 15 
miles is out of the question. 

The best way to find out the truth 
of the matter is to take the printer's 
itemized account of printing. balance it 
with the number of days the show was 
out and deduct the paper that is left 
over. Then see where your billboard 
estimate ts.

I mention this to let my friends know 
I am still on earth. And I am “tum- 
bling fine.” As for the great leapers of 
the past, I can speak with certainty be- 
cause I was on the spot and taking 
active part in many of the sensational 
leaping acts in the early 80s. 

List as quoted by John B. Estelle Jr 
is a fine one, and there were many Ooth- 
ers. I agree with him in part. To my 
mind, the long-distance leapers were 
Billy Batchelor and Frank Gardner. 
Beautiful leapers were- Bob Stickney, 
Billy Dutton, James Murray and the oth- 
ers noted by him. They were truly great. 
There were few “fill-ins” in those days. 

Leaps and tumbling were outstanding 
features with circuses. Audiences were 
thrilled over these acts. When the spec- 
tacle Nero was produced with the Bar- 
num & Bailey Show I don’t believe the 
layout warranted the cost. Besides the 
circuses lost their identity. 

I believe if the owners would encour- 
age the performers to take up leaping 
and put on a competitive and prize- 
winning leaping act the boys would go 


into training, do a good and pleasing 

act and give the clowns something to do, 

adding mirth to a thrilling act. But the 

great ones, the oldtimers, have stepped 

aside.

Not 
that tt makes any difference, of course, 
but the circus seems to have become 2 
lost department of reporting for most 
newspapers of today.

Hutchinson Gives Hildreth 


Rare Historical Souvenirs 


WASHINGTON, April 4. — Melvin D. 
Hildreth, chairman CFA legislative com- 
mittee, is showing evidences of a natural 
and proper chestiness these days, due to 
a piece of wonderful good fortune which 
has come his way. Here is the story: 

Fred B. Hutchinson, whose father was 
a partner of P. T. Barnum, of Barnum, 
Bailey & Hutchinson Shows, spent a 
week in Washington recently, during 
which he called upon a number of those 
whose interest in the circus world is 
recognized. Among these was Hildreth. 
It happens, incidentally, that Hutchin- 
son, who was on Adam Forepaugh Shows 
for five years, manager of Sells-Floto 
Shows at one time, and who directed 
Buffalo Bill’s foreign tour, being now 
manager of St. Leon Bros.’ European 
Circus, ran into Jack Beck, who for five 
years was 24-hour man on Sells-Floto 
Show at same time Hutchinson was man- 
ager. Thus, a fine reunion was had by 
these old friends. They hadn’t seen 
each other for 16 years. 

But, getting back to the Hildreth place 
in the picture, Hutchinson, cognizant of 
the fine work which Hildreth is doing for 
circus interests, presented him with 
Forepaugh route books for 1893 and 1894; 
Barnum & Bailey route book for 1895 
and a printed record of Buffalo Bill's 
tour of England and France in. 1904 and 
1905. It will be apparent to anyone that, 
not only from a standpoint of circus his- 
tory of tremendous interest and value, 
but from the standpoint of early-day 
Americana, these souvenirs represent 
something very rare and very desirabie 
these days. 


Among many other things of keen in- 
terest developed by souvenirs presented 
Hildreth, one of note is that on the oc- 
casion of the visit of Adam Forepaugh 
show to Washington, in 1893, flowers 
were sent to performers’ table from 
White House. Grover Cleveland was 
then serving his second term in White 
House. Such recognition from Chief 
Executive of nation was not only un- 
usual but a tribute to esteem in which 
circus folk of that period were held by 
him 


Another interesting fact is that the 
spectacle for that year was called 1776. 
It, as may be guessed, was a story of the 
Revolution. It was customary, accord- 
ing to Hildreth, for manager of show to 
pick up local talent at different places 
visited, volunteers to the number neces- 
sary to present the spectacle. These 
volunteers frequently took their roies so 
seriously that to them make-believe 
would not fiil the bill. 


Personal combats were not rare, there- 
fore, growing out of the heat of the 
moment induced by presenting their 
parts of the drama. On one occasion, 
even so realistic did these contests be- 
come that several were injured and it 
was necessary to improvise a hospital to 
take care of injuries. In route book it is 
shown also that business was so good 
for Forepaugh offerings that in April, 
1893, more patrons were turned away at 
the Washington presentations than it 
was possible to accommodate under the 
tents.

More Shows 


For Paris 


Will have two new indoor 
circuses next season — 
Cirque d’Hiver closing 


PARIS, March 24.—Next sea- 
son Paris will have two new in- 
door circuses. Jerome Medrano, 
of Cirque Medrano, is associated 
with Jeff Dickson, American fight 
promoter, in reconstructing of 
Velodrome d’Hiver into a modern 
Sport Palace along lines of Madi- 
son Square Garden. Seating ca- 
pacity will be 15,000, but building 
will be so arranged that main auditorium 
can be closed off by sliding partitions, re- 
ducing capacity to 9,000 or 3,000. At 
close of present six-day bike race present 
structure will be demolished, and work 
will be rushed on the new building. 
Jerome Medrano, early next season, will 
present a circus season along lines of the 
Olympia and Crystal Palace circuses of 
London. 

The second circus project is remodeling 
of old “Panorama” building, near site of 
former Magic City, into a big circus 
building. This, too, is expected to be- 
come a reality early next season. 

Altho Cirque d’Hiver is slated to close 
early in April, this will be offset to some 
extent by the fact that Cirque d'Hiver 
management will present the Fratellini 
Circus, under canvas, in the outskirts of 
Paris for a month. During summer Jar- 
din d’Acclimatation will offer its usual 
open-air circus and music hall, while 
Luna Park will present big tent circus and 
menagerie of Court Brothers.

Just why Mr. Ringling decided on his 
move we are unable to say. Perhaps he 
figures that the coming season will not 
be any better than the last one (some 
of his circuses, it is understood, while 
not actually figuring in the “red”. did 
not show great profit) and he will be in 
pocket by not having all of them en 
tour. He will be in a better position to 
maneuver five instead of a half dozen 
shows in order to play the better or 
money spots, and in that way come in 
more of a winner on the season, basing 
this on the fact that the depression still 
will be felt generally or in some sections 
ot the country. Of course, that remains 
to be seen—business again may be slow, 
but we are of the opinion that condi- 
tions will be better than last season and 
that they will continue to improve.

While it may benefit Mr. Ringling 
personally in taking the step that he 
has, on the other hand it will work to 
the disadvantage of the many people 
who have been employed on the show 
that will be left in the barn—executives, 
advance agents, billers, performers, work- 
ing men, etc., many of whom will find 
it difficult to get placed elsewhere in 
show business. Naturally, the fewer 
shows, the fewer jobs there will be In: 
other words, its just a tough break for 
some.

EMAND creates supply and the 
greater the demand the greater the 
supply. Not only the greater supply, 

but an improvemeht in quality of mate- 
rial by spurring om producers to greater 
creative efforts. This holds true in every 
line of activity, but what we have in 
mind, in using this old argument, is the 
grand-stand attraction. 


More and more each year fair officials 
are devoting greater attention to this im- 
portant department, realizing that where 
an admission is charged it is one of the 
biggest revenue producers, and where 
there is no grand-stand charge it means 
an increased front gate. 


We believe acts and shows are being 
booked at more fairs than ever be- 
fore, and if this continues it is going 
to lead to even better quality of material 
by spurring on the performers and pro- 
cucers to greater efforts in creating new 
or improving present offerings. 


George Hamid, of Wirth & Hamid, re- 
cently dwelt on this subjeet in an ad- 
dress at a fair men’s meeting. He said: 


“The commodities of every need and 
requirement of any market thruout the 
world depend entirely on the demand 
and the market ability of whatever arti- 
cle the demand calls for. Therefore, the 
average fair has reached the serious 
problem of heing able to procure its 
share of new and original attractions 
that the public demands. This is not 
because, however, the progressive fair 
manager is not wide awake to this fact, 
but because the market has so dimin- 
ished for their type of acts that very 
few, if any, are being originated and 
produced. We all know that a good 
grand-stand attraction requires more in- 
tegrity, ability, nerve, patience and 
money than any other commodity that I 
know of. It takes approximately from 
one to four years to master one out- 
standing feature act, and it is impossible 
to get your investment out of same, no 
matter how successful. The fair season 
is not half as long as it used to be for 
such acts, for the simple reason there 
seems to have been in the last few years 
an epidemic of Labor Day fairs thruout 
the country, as well as many important 
fairs centering around Labor Day week, 
making the fair season in reality three 
weeks. True enough a number of acts 
get routes of 10 weeks and more, but 
not enough to meke it a payable prop- 
osition to go thru the process of orig- 
inating and investing in new features to 
make it worth while. It is also regretful 
to have to point out that all other 
channels are practically closed to them 
for a decent livelihood. For example, 
where a feweyears ago there were 62 
vaudeville theaters playing five or six 
acts each week in and around the met- 
ropolitan area, New York City, there is 
now but one genuine vaudeville theater 
left and about 15 combination houses. 
This also applies to the amusement 
parks. Where, for example, our own 
office had 42 parks on their books a few 
years ago, last year they dwindled to 18. 
Of course, this is not due to the lack of 
public interest in these acts, but mainly 
to the trusts that have been formed so 
that they now have the entertainment 
field in the palm of their hands, and, 
naturally, forcing on the public the en- 
tertainment that can be shipped all 
around the country in canloads, and all 
Mr. and Mrs. Public can do is to take 
it and like it. Therefore, it remains for 


the fairs and circuses to support and 
create the market for the caliber of at- 
tractions that have been hailed as su- 
preme and handed down from generation 
tc generation as the standard and most 
wholesome entertainment ever 
ceived.”

Century of Progress

CHICAGO, April 4.—The building 
program of the Century of Progress Ex- 
position of 1933 is going right along.

Psychologist, Engineer Analyze | 
Agriculture Department Exhibits 


The “talking hen” and the “talking 
cow”, action exhibits of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture which have been 
shown at many fairs and expositions, 
have striking elements of appeal and 
persuasion and are based upon prin- 
ciples of good psychology and the 


mechanization of ideas, according to Dr., 


F. A. Moss, psychologist of George Wash. 
ington University, and George A. Wesch- 
ler, consulting engineer and professor 
of engineering of Catholic University, 
both of Washington, D. C. 


At a recent conference of officials of 
the department and representatives -of 
International Association of Pairs find 
Expositions, these specialists in two 
widely different fields discussed the prin- 
ciples and many details entering into 
educational exhibits. Representatives of 
fair association were in Washington 
studying exhibit material being pre- 
pared by Office of Exhibits of the depart- 
ment for use at fairs and expositions. 


J. W. Hiscox, chief of the Office of Ex- 
hibits, displayed new designs and many 
of the older exhibits that have been 
particularly effective in past years. 


“Exhibits,” Doctor Moss reminded the 
conference, “to be psychologically correct 
must possess the power to atrest atten- 
tion and persuade to action.” He said 
government exhibits fill these require- 
ments and are fundamentally right in 
principle. He made several suggestions 
for making some exhibits even more 


striking and consequently more easily 
remembered, 

Professor Weschler pointed out that 
the department's educational exhibits 
show modern trend in “mechanization 
of ideas”, which makes use of light, 
sound and motion. “No other institu- 
tion,” said Professor Weschler, “is doing 
just the same type of work as the Office 
of Exhibits of the Department of 
Agriculture. The problems they meet 
are unique.” He suggested to the de- 
partment certain commercial machinery 


that would produce various. effects 
econcemically and conveniently, and 
materials for lighter and _ stronger 


structures, both important factors in 
exhibits that must be transported fre- 
quently.

CHICAGO, April 4.—Contracts signed 
by most outdoor booking agents are 
considerably heavier this year than at 
corresponding time in any recent year, 
according to reports received by The 
Billboard office. This is true both of 
acts and fireworks displays. 

Thearle-Duffield Fireworks Company, a 
leader in its field, reports exceptionally 
heavy contracts. “In spite of the gen- 
eral depression,” says F. P. Duffield, gen- 
eral manager of company, “contracts in 
our office at present exceed those of this 
date a year ago, and prospects are par- 
ticularly bright for a very successful 
season. There seems to be an almost 
universal desire on part of progressive 
fairs and parks to strengthen their en- 
tertainment program this year, especially 
with scenic spectacles and modernized 
fireworks displays, which have definitely 
proved their power to attract the 
masses.” 


New Corporation Leases 
Greensboro Fairgrounds 


GREENSBORO, N. C., April 4.—Central 
Carolina Fair Association has leased its 
fairgrounds here for 1931 to Penny, Dan- 
iel and others, who are forming a cor- 
poration to conduct a fair. Dates will 
be either week of September 30 or Oc- 
tober 14, depending upon whether Ral- 
eigh will have a fair. 

“Our idea is to put on the biggest fair 
ever held in this section,” says Garland 
Daniel. “This will be going some, as the 
Central Carolina Fair has been most suc- 
cessful, operating for the last 25 years.

Foir Brea Ks 


EMAND creates supply and the 
greater the demand the greater the 
supply. Not only the greater supply, 

but an improvemeht in quality of mate- 
rial by spurring on producers to greater 
creative efforts. This holds true in every 
line of activity, but what we have in 
mind, in using this old argument, is the 
grand-stand attraction. 


More and more each year fair officials 
are devoting greater attention to this im- 
portant department, realizing that where 
an admission is charged it is one of the 
biggest revenue producers, and where 
there is no grand-stand charge it means 
an increased front gate. 


We believe acts and shows are being 
booked at more fairs than ever be- 
fore, and if this continues it is going 
to lead to even better quality of material 
by spurring on the performers and pro- 
cucers to greater efforts in creating new 
or improving present offerings. 


George Hamid, of Wirth & Hamid, re- 
cently dwelt on this subjeet in an ad- 
dress at a fair men’s meeting. He said: 


“The commodities of every need and 
requirement of any market thruout the 
world depend entirely on the demand 
and the market ability of whatever arti- 
cle the demand calis for. Therefore, the 
average fair has reached the serious 
problem of being able to procure its 
share of new and original attractions 
that the public demands. This is not 
because, however, the progressive fair 
manager is not wide awake to this fact, 
but because the market has so dimin- 
ished for their type of acts that very 
few, if any, are being originated and 
produced. We all know that a good 
grand-stand attraction requires more in- 
tegrity, ability, merve, patience and 
money than any other commodity that I 
know of. It takes approximately from 
one to four years to master one out- 
standing feature act, and it is impossible 
to get your investment out of same, no 
matter how successful. The fair season 
is not half as long as it used to be for 
such acts, for the simple reason there 
seems to have been in the last few years 
an epidemic of Labor Day fairs thruout 
the country, as well as many important 
fairs centering around Labor Day week, 
making the fair season in reality three 
weeks. True enough a number of acts 
get routes of 10 weeks and more, but 
not enough to make it a payable prop- 
osition to go thru the process of orig- 
inating and investing in new features to 
make it worth while. It is also regretful 
to have to point out that all other 
channels are practically closed to them 
for a decent livelihood. For example, 
where a feweyears ago there were 62 
vaudeville theaters playing five or six 
acts each week in and around the met- 
ropolitan area, New York City, there is 
now but one genuine vaudeville theater 
left and about 15 combination houses. 
This also applies to the amusement 
parks. Where, for example, our own 
office had 42 parks on their books a few 
years ago, last year they dwindled to 18. 
Of course, this is not due to the lack of 
public interest in these acts, but mainly 
to the trusts that have been formed so 
that they now have the entertainment 
field in the palm of their hands, and, 
naturally, forcing on the public the en- 
tertainment that can be shipped all 
around the country in canloads, and all 
Mr. and Mrs. Public can do is to take 
it and like it. Therefore, it remains for 


the fairs and circuses to support and 
create the market for the caliber of at- 
tractions that have been hailed as su- 
preme and handed down from generation 
tc generation as the standard and most 
wholesome entertainment ever con- 
ceived.” 


Century of Progress 
Building Continues 


CHICAGO, April 4.—The building 
program of the Century of Progress Ex- 
position of 1933 is going right along. The 
travel and transportation building is al- 
most completed; the replica of Fort 
Dearborn was finished some time ago, 
and the administration building has 
been in use since the first of the year. 

Work is to begin on a fourth building 
some time in April, according to Daniel 
Burnham, director of works. The build. 
ing is one designed by Paul Cret, noted 
PhiJadelphia architect, and probably will 
house the basic and medical exhibits. It 
will be located on 16th street across Leif 
Eriksen drive, and will be two stories 
and mezzanine high, and 700 by 400 feet 
in size. 

The strong modernistic influence seen 
in the structures now under construction 
has met with general disapproval, not 
only among laymen, but among artists 
in all fields. Eleanor Jewett, writing in 
@ leading publication last week, said: “A 
medley of the world’s most beautiful 
buildings would be preferable to a bal- 
anced arrangement of structures such ar 
the three which at present disfigure the 
lake front. The committee which has 
these buildings in hand should consider 
the average American. Among the mil- 
lion visitors who will probably come to 
the exposition, not 100 will consciously 
look beyond first impressions. If. the 
effect is startlingly beautiful, if it is 
gracious and dignified or even majestic, 
their eye will be satisfied. If the build- 
ings, first, however, stir thtir resentment, 
nothing we may have inside the modern- 
ist walls will satisfy them. Every one 
will say . . 1: “The exhibits are inter- 
esting, valuable, beautiful, clever, but 
look at the buildings! Did you ever see 
anything so awful? Like factories! What 
was Chicago thinking of?’”

Young Revue Every Night 
At Mississippi Valley Fair 


DAVENPORT, Ia., April 4. — Ernie 
Young’s Musical Revue, which scored 
such a hit as the opening night's attrac- 
tion at the Mississippi Valley Pair and 
Exposition in 1930, has been booked for 
every night at this year’s fair, August 
16-22, it was announced by Peter N. 
Jacobsen, treasurer and director of the 
fair. ‘ The revue will replace the cus- 
tomary fireworks spectacle which has 
prevailed in past years at the fair. 

The change is made this year, Jacobsen 
stated, by reason of the enthusiastic re- 
ception accorded the Young production 
last season, further strengthened by 
numerous requests from fair patrons 
that it be returned this year. 


New Wayne County Staff 


RICHMOND, Ind., April 4. — The 
Wayne County Fair, which has been on 
none too firm a foundation for the last 
few years, will be completely reorganized 
for this year. The fair drew only a 
mediocre attendance last year, due to 
unfavorable weather conditions, and as a 
result the finanees suffered. : This year, 
however, the board plans to place the 
fair on a much higher level.

Psychologist, Engineer Analyze 
Agriculture Department Exhibits 


The “talking hen" and the “talking 
cow”, action exhibits of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture which have been 
shown at many fairs and expositions, 
have striking elements of appeal and 
persuasion and are based upon prin- 
ciples of good psychology and the 


mechanization of ideas, according to Dr., 


F. A. Moss, psychologist of George Wash. 
ington University, and George A. Wesch- 
ler, consulting engineer and professor 
of engineering of Catholic University, 
both of Washington, D. C. 


At a recent conference of officials of 
the department and representatives of 
International Association of Pairs find 
Expositions, these specialists in two 
widely different fields discussed the prin- 
ciples and many details entering into 
educational exhibits. Representatives of 
fair association were in Washington 
studying exhibit material being pre- 
pared by Office of Exhibits of the depart- 
ment for use at fairs and expositions. 


J. W. Hiscox, chief of the Office of Ex- 
hibits, displayed new designs and many 
of the older exhibits that have been 
particularly effective in past years. 


“Exhibits,” Doctor Moss reminded the 
conference, “to be psychologically correct 
must possess the power to atrest atten- 
tion and persuade to action.” He said 
government exhibits fill these require- 
ments and are fundamentally right in 
principle. He made several suggestions 
more 


for making some exhibits even 


striking and consequently more easily 
remembered, 

Professor Weschler pointed out that 
the department’s educational exhibits 
show modern trend in “mechanization 
of ideas”, which makes use of light, 
sound and motion. “No other institu- 
tion,” said Professor Weschler, “is doing 
just the same type of work as the Office 
of Exhibits of the Department of 
Agriculture. The problems they meet 
are unique.” He suggested to the de- 
partment certain commercial machinery 
that would produce various effects 
economically and conveniently, and 
materials for lighter and _ stronger 
structures, both important factors in 
exhibits that must be transported fre- 
quently.

HARRISBURG, Pa., April 4— 
House Bill No. 904, which aimed 
to give officials of cities, towns 
and townships in State authority 
to regulate or to prohibit manu- 
facture, sale and use of fireworks, 
as well as to stop unnecessary dis- 
charge of firearms, went down to 
defeat at a hearing before the 
committee on law and order of 
Pennsylvania Legislature here Tuesday. 
At hearing were manufacturers, whole- 
salers and retailers of fireworks, legisla- 
tive representative of tke Pennsylvania 
Fireworks Association, and J. F. Seldom- 
ridge, representing Pennsylvania State 
Association of County Fairs, many of 
whom addressed committee. 

In his argument Seldomridge pointed 
out what fireworks did to help increase 
attendance at night shows of county 
fairs, and said to rob them of these dis- 
plays would be detrimental to their 
financial success.

Young Gives His Version 
Of Trouble With Stuart 


Ernie Young, president and general 
manager Ernie Young Agency, Inc., takes 
exception to statements contained in 
story concerning O. K. Stuart’s engage- 
ment at National Petroleum Exposition, 
Tulsa, Okla., published in last issue. 
Young gives his version of case thus: 

“I wired O. K. Stuart at Indianapolis 
offering him a job in Tulsa and he wired 
back that I would have to wire him $100 
so he could make trip as he was broke. 
I wired him the $100 and when he got 
to Tulsa he refused to work unless he 
was paid in advance, which, of course, I 
refused to do, as he had already missed 
two performances, making various ex- 
cuses. Then to protect myself on the 
#100, I had Roxie LaRose attach his 
salary in Tulsa to get my $100 back and 
in return Stuart attached money due me 
from Petroleum Exposition Company, 
which was tied up in court. Then hav- 
ing become disgusted with whole mat- 
ter, I wired Roxie LaRose to let him 
get the $275 and I would suffer loss of 
the $100. This was done according to 
my correspondence with Tulsa. Story in 
your paper reads as if he sued me for 
his salary and was unable to collect 
judgment and that he was going to take 
proceedings to bring a garnishee before 
court. I might also say that I wired Mr. 
Way, secretary of exposition at Tulsa, to 
pay Stuart $50 for every date that he 
would work and Stuart refused to do 
this, but instead he sent me a wire that 
unless I paid him $275 in advance, he 
would consider engagement closed, which 
as I said before, I refused to do. I can- 
not understand why there should sud- 
denly be a lawsuit and judgment 
against me for something that was paid 
last October.”

NEW YORK, April 4.—Bronx 
will have a new amusement park 
this summer, to be known as 
Cardo’s Riviera, facing West- 
chester Bay and fronting Castle 
Hill Bathing Park and pools and 
Castle Hill Park, which is being 
developed by Park Department.

Lincoln and Clark V. Wood, that they 
disaffirmed lease.

H. 8. Ryall, lessee and operator of this 
municipa] development, has associated 
with him this season as general manager 
Hugh W. Hill, well-known park and 
outdoor show executive. Hill, whe al- 
ready has interests in the resort, is 
placing four more of his riding devices 
and a number of concessions in park for 
season. 

With the addition of these new rides, 
a Dumber of new concessioners and pro- 
motional ideas now being worked ‘out, 
optimism prevails on every hand for one 
of most “successful seasons in history. 
For some time a crew has been making 
repairs here and there and painting is 
going forward s0 as to be completed 
within a few days. 

The management announces it will 
use free acts, bands, orchestras, competi- 
tive water sports, fireworks, etc., weekly, 
with such special events as The Show- 
boat, old-time fiddlers’ contests apd 
dance specialties to be broadcast both as 
an entertainment and advertising for 
park. 

All winter the skating rink has been 
open to fair business and several con- 
cessions have operated on a small scale. 
Last week-end several of the rides made 
turns with cash customers aboard, while 
Easter is expected to bring out the first 
big crowd of year, with everything 
operating full blast.

PARIS, March 25.—Work is being 
rushed on the big amusement park 
which will be one of the features of 
the International Colonial Exposition 
which opens in Paris May 2.

BUCKEYE LAKE, O., April 4.—Weber 
Bill to authorize State board of public 
works to modify leases on concessions at 
Buckeye Lake Park, local amusement re- 
sort, has been recommended out for 
passage by Senate conservation commit- 
tee. Bill would authorize board to enter 
negotiations looking to lowering of Jease 
costs to concessioners in face of slump- 
ing returns of business. 


Bill Against Pools Fails 


DES MOINES, Ia., April 4.—Iowa Sen- 
ate has been engaged in debate over a 
bill by C. F. Clark, of Linn County, to 
prevent cities and towns from acquiring 
any new indebtedness for establishment 
of swimming pools. Senator O. P. Ben- 
nett objected to directing such economy 
measures against children of Iowa who 
use such pools. Senator J. R. Frailey 
declared local communities shouki be 
permitted to regulate local expenditures. 
Bill received a vote of 24 to 28, failing 
to obtain constitutional majority by one 


stn 


NE CANNOT expect a State, county, 

city or town to be able to raise more 

funds to meet deficiencies by mak- 
ing license fees so high that the enter- 
prise so taxed finds it impossible to con- 
tinue in business any more than one 
can expect a hen to produce eggs by 
cutting off its head. 


That seems to be the situation as re- 
gards amusement parks in North Caro- 
lina. “Here is a State that has just about 
a dozen such enterprises, some of which 
are of little consequence, and legislation 
is now under way at Raleigh which 
threatens to put them out of business 
thru heavy taxation. That section of 
the revenue bill covering levy on parks 
was adopted recently by the House of 
Representatives, 


Here are the rates: $200 for operating 
two months; $800 for operating 12 
months, and a graduated scale on parks 
operating less than two months a year. 


From this one would be led to believe 
that a park operating three or four 
months a year would have to pay the 
same as for 12 months — $800 — which 
park men say is utterly impossible. In 
the case Of parks operating two months 
and having to pay $200 therefor, this 
also would be impossible because no 
park would be able to make expenses 
in such a short. neriod of operating time. 


The fee executed by counties or towns 
within which amusement parks are lo- 
cated should, to be within reason, not 
be more than a few hundred dollars for 
a season, and the license should cover 
the general run of park amusement. 


. * . 


When this matter was called to the 
attention of Leonard B. Schloss, chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee of the 
National Association of Amusement 
Parks, he said: “I knew nothing at all 
about the measure, and I know of no 
one operating amusement parks in that 
State. The membership list of the Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks 
does not contain any reference to 
park operators in that State belonging 
to it, and that is possibly the reason 
why I have not been informed of the 
measure when it was introduced. 

. . 


“It seems to me that the amount of 
money designated as a license fee is 
much too high for the small amusement 
park. It is unfortunate that there had 
not been anyone able to take that up 
with the members of the Legislature 
before such a measure was introduced.

“I am sorry that I am unable to give 
park operators of North Carolina any 
assistance in the premises. Had the 
measure been called to my attention 
when it was introduced, by some park 
operator of that State, even tho not a 
member of NAAP, I -vould have giadly 
given my time and attention to the 
problem.”

So far as we know there has been no 
Objection to the measure made by park 
men of North Carolina. If this be true, 
it is a sad state of affairs. It would 
appear that these park men are either 
asleep or disinterested and are willing 
to accept the worst should it come.

We don't believe it is too late yet to 
take action. One thing sure, owners and 
managers of amusement parks in North 
Carolina, especially the larger parks, 
made a mistake by not recogniving the 
National Association of Amusement 
“arks abd becoming members. 


Golf Course ct Burke 
Glen Made Much Larger 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 4-—One of 
the big connections with Burke Glen on 
the William Penn highway, just outside 
of this city, is an 18-hole golf course 
covering 125-foot acreage. It is located 
on opposite side of highway to amuse- 
ment center and is known by golfers as 
Pennsylvania's trickiest course. It takes 
weeks of golfing before average golfer 
gets familiar with layout and his teeing 
off is better liked on account of the 
fact. 

During season of 1930 play was a nine- 
hole course, but workmen have been 
kept busy augmenting course into extra 
acreage. As years roll by course will be 
enlarged to 27 holes. Thousands of 
players have availed themselves of use of 
course, as popular prices prevail. General 
run of players come from Allegheny and 
Westmoreland counties, Burke Glen be- 
ing near dividing line. 

Place near by is being drilled for water 
at present to facilitate workmen in their 
further efforts to make this course one 
of best mM country. 

Improved roads to parkiny place for 
which there is no fee adds to the 
looked-for gain in pereentage of num- 
ber of golfers at resort. Another good 
idea they have at this course is rental 
of clubs, niblicks, balls, etc., at a mini- 
mum fee by application at park office. 
Idea is not alone for novice, but also 
for experienced golfer. 

Professional caddy master has charge 
of caddies who are uniformed and num- 
bered. Golfing continues long after 
regular park amusement season is closed. 
Large busses from downtown Pittsburgh 
will be in operation with a regular fre- 
quency all during golf season.

Opening Later This Year

After about, 40 years of trouping with 
both circuses and carnivals, Capt. 
“Curly” Wilson is now functioning as the 
new superintendent of Brookside Zoo, 
Cleveland O. His first circus experience 
was with the Bob Hunting Show, with 
which he really started in 1891, In a re- 
cent edition of one of the Cleveland 
daily newspapers there appeared a 
lengthy sort of biographical story, with 
a large cut of “Curly” holding the head 
of a monster lion (photo taken years 
ago), on the showman, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“In 1892 a 10-year-old Irish boy, Ed- 
ward McEnanie, ran away from his home 
in Cleveland to join a circus. After 39 
years of trouping the country as an 
animal trainer he’s coming back to take 
charge of the Cleveland Zoo. His name 
is no longer Edward McEnanie. He 
changed it many years ago to Capt. 
Curly Wilson. In the old days all the 
first-class animal trainers were captains 
or majors. 

“In the ‘off season’ Wilson’s home 
always has been in Cleveland. His wife 
and child live at 2150 West 41st street. 
Last year Wilson decided it was time 
he settled down permanently. He filed 
an application with Park Director Sam 
Newman for a job as keeper of the 
Brookside Park Zoo. Newman announced 
yesterday that he was dismissing the 
present zoo-keeper and that Wilson 
would be in charge, starting next Mon- 
day. 

“Wilson has had his share of thrills 
in the steel cages of the ‘big top’. Dozens 
of scars mark his body-—‘“service stripes” 
of a veteran lion and tiger tamer. In 
recent years he has been touring the 
country with an exhibit of 39 monkeys. 

“News of his appointment as super- 
intendent of Brookside Zoo reached him 
yesterday in Kansas City. Wilson said 
he would sell his monkey show to his 
partner, bringing two monkeys back with 
him to place in the zoo.”

HE PRESENTING of a series of free 

acts in a mutually beneficial man- 

ner on midways each day or night, 
or both, these days is indeed a problem 
dificult of solution; that is, agreeable 
to all concerned—the “office”, the shows 
and rides and the concessions. Of course, 
it is but humanly natural that under 
any arrangement “kicks” will be regis- 
tered—must be expected. There are those 
who either conscientiously feel that some 
other individuals or sections of the mid- 
way are “getting the best of it,” or 
“kick” with an eye for their individual 
further benefits. But kickers should be 
considerate, including that free acts 
usually (or should) draw larger assem- 
blages to midways,, affording increased 
opportunities for business. 

In the real early days of carnivals, 
when free attractions were considered 
outstanding assets, there were but few 
concessions, and these were usually sand- 
wiched in between shows—which locat- 
ing later changed to “concession row” at 
entrances. The free acts, presented con- 
secutively at intervals, were placed at 
convenient places the length of a mid- 
way, with the “big thriller” given late 
at night. 

This arrangement was to periodically 
draw crowds to each section of the 
grounds. There also was “method” in 
locating the acts. For instance, to fol- 
low each other (a stated time apart) 
from the front to the rear of the mid- 
way—as the crowds started drifting off 
the grounds they had to pass back to 
the front. Sometimes, as people started 
drifting off the grounds, second appear- 
ances would be made by some of the 
performers. The big feature planned to 
hold the crowds until a late hour. That 
same procedure might function amicably 
and remuneratively these days — but 
there’s “concession row” out front—even 
tho that sector gets the first and last 
opportunities with the almost continu- 
ous arrivers and departers of the midway 
attendance, Really, it seems that there 
should be an “of mutual benefit” feeling 
among all the show attaches and that 
managements using series of free acts 
should do their utmost toward these 
attractions functioning in as “happy 
medium” manner as possible. 


OUBTLESS, it is not amiss to again 
prevail upon all carnival folks who 


are really interested in the present, 


and the future of their profession to 
avail themselves of every opportunity to 
point out the many virtues of carnivals 
when conversing with citizens of towns 
or cities in which (or near which) they 
are exhibiting. Give them an idea of the 
amount of money (the entire receipts or 
more, usually during spring and early 
summer months) the showfolks are 
spending “in town”; the merrymaking 
of the midway as “a change” of enter- 
tainment for them; the large percentage 
of the people on the midway who spend 
practically nothing in the way of cash, 
yet greatly enjoy the festivity; when 
opposition business interests underhand- 
edly originate and promote hardships to 
“outdoor shows coming to our town,” 
make the “business” cause of this known 
to the citizenry. There are numerous 
other “missionary” items that need and 
are justly due exploitation—by al] in- 
terested carnival folks! 

Carnivals provide amusement for -the 
MASSES, and the MASSES should be 
made aware of malicious “knocking” on 
the part of “self-interests” and their 
friendly supporters, even tho the en- 
lightenment extend to local civic offi- 
cials, who are elected to office by and 
are supposed to serve the MASSES. Also 
the local carnival fans are in a prime 
position to scatter the enlightenment 
they receive from showfolks among their 
fellow townsmen — to Offset knocking 
propaganda.

variably been involved in salary and can- 
cellation controversies since it was 
opened. The “cream” of indie agentry 
derive their unsteady incomes mostly 
from business with this office. Out- 
rageous feature of the whole situation 1s 
that the License Department is reliably 
reported to be fully cognizant of its 
gyp practices, but alibis its failure to 
take action on the difficulty of assem- 
bling sufficient evidence to bring about 

a revocation of its license. 


The Joint Complaint Bureau of the 
NVA and VMA is up a tree regarding 
what steps might be taken to bring the 
naughty indies into line. Bureau works 
on the basis of houses affiliated with it. 
It is well known in the trade by now 
that it is powerless to proceed against 
an indie agency buying acts for houses 
that are not VMA-affiliated. Best its 
arbiters can do under the present cir- 
cumstances is to advise complaining 
performers and agents on what action 
should be taken on the outside. This is 
usually split into two categories, trans- 
mitting the complaint to the License 
Department or placing the matter in the 
hands of an attorney who knows the ins 
and outs of the unmistakable racket. 
Several seasons ago the VMA acted as 
a complaining witness in a drive against 
allegedly gypping indies, but not one of 
offices involved lost its license, altho one 
was kept out of activity by the License 
Department for about a month — of- 
ficially. 

One of the offenders has acquired an 
indubitable rep for a practice that rep- 
resents a revival of an old one that was 


thought to have passed out with 
monologists. This office makes a con- 
tract with an act for, say, $700. for a 


week’s work split among three houses. 
On the first date the act gets $300, and 
$200 for the next. The two dates cover 
six days, with the disproportionate 
amount of $200 left for the last day, and 
at another house. The act is notified 
that the last date is canceled. And the 
act is out $200, having been paid only 
$500 for six days’ work. Only in several 
cases where acts put up a big holler 
and threatened to call in the cops and 
bodily harm as a side dish did the office 
in cases on record make restit tion on 
a pro rata basis, according to authentic 
sources. 

Same office works the double-contract 
gag very proficiently. Agents estimate 
that about 25 acts in the last several 
months are still waiting for money due 
them thru “mistakes” that have not 
been rectified. For the info of acts who 
might come up against it sooner or later, 
the scheme consists of signing an act 
for a date calling for $75. When the act 
gets paid off at the house it received 
but $55. The house manager produces 
his own “copy” of the contract to prove 
that he is acting in accordance with 
instructions. A phone call to the book- 
ing office results in an admission that 
an error has been made and the consol- 
ing statement that if the act called at 
the office the next day it would get the 
additional money. Acts caught in this 
heartbreaker are still waiting for 
reimbursement. Here, too, their only 
practical redress is to take,it out with 
punches. 

An indie booking office, 


reported to 


63 
be among those on the long-standing 
gyp list, books a house about 20 miles 


from Broadway, and its methods are 
such that controversies arise every week. 
An average of eight acts is booked 
weekly to fill six spots. The house man- 
ager sits in with the booker on the first 
two shows and cancels the acts he does 
not like. So far as is known and, accord- 
ing to the frequent statements of the 
booker, all acts booked for this full- 
weeker are given play-or-pay contracts. 

Last week a musical act booked for 
this house was canceled after the second 
show because the bill “had too much 
music in it”. The act was replaced by 
ancther band. The canceled act has not 
been paid for the two shows, neither has 
it been allowed any money to cover haul- 
ing. But the act is hoping against hope 
that the office will make up for the can- 
cellation by “some other dates”. So are 
many other acts caught in the eight- 
booked-but-six-played gag. 

If regulatory action is not forthcom- 
ing shortly from other sources, the few 
reliable offices in the indie field plan to 
take a hand in the matter themselves. 
They feel acutely the reaction of the 
syp practices on their own business, and 
are just about desperate enough to at- 
tempt anything in order to-wipe the 
gyps off the map.

— On the com- 
pany’s petition, Justice Maugham or- 
dered the winding up of the Kit Cat 
Restaurant last week. Liabilities of the 
company were $140,000, and the assets 
only $20,000. 

The Kit Cat, which closed its doors 
two weeks ago, was the mort famous of 
cabarets here and had a floor show for 
which high-salaried American artists 
were specially engaged. 

Conrad and Eddy, who were featured 
in the last show at the Kit Cat, are still 
waiting for their salary and have the 
Variety Artists’ Federation fighting their 
case for them. 


Toots Pounds’ Single Debut 


LONDON, March 30—Toots Pounds 
made her debut last week as a single 
in vaude at the Palladium, where she 
shared head-line billing with Roy Cum- 
mings.

Regards to the boys 
around Chicago and Detroit.” 


PAT DANA, high pitchman, pipes from 
New York: “About the pipe stating that 
Montreal was a knockout and money 
galore there for pitchmen, and Chief 
Lone Wolf making a $200 passout. Lone 
Wolf is a real producer, a clean worker 
and a perfect gentleman. For six weeks 
he and myself worked a store at 128 St. 
Catherine street, West, in Montreal. 
There was not only no $200 pitches, but 
not even a $20 passout. When Lone Wolf 
can’t get it nobody can in Montreal. 
That city is not wide open. Boys, in- 
vestigate before you jump there. ‘You 
can’t work the streets, high or low. 
Even the local boys, after paying for 
their readers, are chased by John Law 
if they get a sizable tip. Many of the 
boys there used to visit us at the store. 
Without exception they were complain- 
ing about bad business and the obstacles 
they had to contend with. Let’s hear 
from Halloway. He is a Montreal] boy, 
a real worker and a good fellow.

was definitely established as opening 
date. Moguls of the Big One nevertheless 
advertised Friday for the opener, believ- 
ing the hockey games’ results would 
develop as anticipated by the sports ex- 
perts. Such advance advertising turned 
out to be astute showmanship, but for a 
time it looked as if troupers, parapher- 
nalia and all would be forced to linger 
until after Easter Sunday. The opening 
on Friday thus gave the show the benefit 
of the profitable days preceding Easter 
Sunday. 

Preparation within 48 hours was an 
arduous task. The regulation dress re- 
hearsal had to be abandoned. The open- 
ing was in the nature of a dress re- 
hearsal itself, for the night before the 
performers ran thru their routines 
without sequence and mostly in mufti. 


The fastidious and masterful Bradna 
and his principal aids, Pat Valdo and 
Jack Foley, were unyielding in their al- 
most superhuman efforts to weld the 
isolated pieces into @ sequenced and 
finished ensemble. But the limited time 
in which to accomplish this precluded 
the consummation of such an ideal. The 
performance, therefore, lacked the pre- 
cision and dynamic speed of those in 
former years. Bradna nevertheless de- 
serves showers of praise for obtaining 
the results he did. He proved his in- 
genuity. 

The sensation was undoubtedly the 
youthful Clyde Beatty, who worked in 
the center ring with 28 lions and tigers, 
executing ruthless and amazing feats be- 
fore a deathly-silent house, disturbed 
only by the sound of his gun.

carrying a girl on his back in a ter- 
rific dive thru space”, didn’t appear. 
Officials stated he was suffering from a 
severe case of seasickness. Likewise, 
Alfredo Codona wasn’t seen, but was 
scheduled to perform at the evening 
show. The veteran acts worked with 
steady assurance, poise, grace and ease. 
Con Colleano was movement-perfect in 
his dancing, tumbling and acrobatics 
on the wire, winding up in a superbly 
executed somersault. The Wallandas, as 
always, climaxed their stunts on the 
high wire with the girl of the troupe 
mounted on the shoulders of another, 
who in turn was seated on a chair, 


The Great Maximo and Don Francisco, 
the duo of first-ranking wire artists, de- 
livered their brand of genius. Luicita 
Leers, youthful aerialist from the Con- 
tinent, drew tumultous applause, when, 
on her high trapeze, she turned 117 
back flips with co-ordination, uniformity 
and verve. Mme. Bradna’s “Ace Beauti- 
ful” was colorful and pictorially fas- 
cinating. Other outstanding acts in the 
22 displays were the Bob Eugene Troupe 
on the aerial bars; Reiffenach Troupe in 
equestrienne feats; Rubio Sisters, equili- 
bristic artists, tumblers and acrobats; 
Reinsch Brothers, equestrians; Picchiani 
Troupe, Italian acrobats, and Miss Win- 
nifred on swinging - trapeze. Hugo 
Zacchini, “Human Projectile”, closed the 
show with a great leap. 

The merryandrews on clown alley 
concocted burlesques, laugh-provoking 
situations and weird, costumic delights. 

Clyde Ingalls announced thruout, im- 
peccable, mighty voiced and clear 
throated. 

ED, NOTE—The following detailed re- 
view is based on the premiere perform- 
ance exactly as presented the afternoon 
of April 3. Several features were added 
the same evening and on the next day.

The Program 


DISPLAY 1—INAUGURAL PAGEANT. 
In magic-like response to the very first 
blast of Equestrian Director Fred Brad- 
na’s whistle the doors of the arena were 
thrown open and there issued forth the 
cavalcade of human and animal per- 
formers of the biggest of the big tops. 
This year’s procession is marked by 
many new features among the floats and 
in the bedazzling habiliments of the 
mounted and pedestrian performers. 
The ponderous elephants, including 
among them several clowning fellows, 
led the way around the hippodrome 
track, ingeniously paced so that they 
remained in the’arena as the others 
filed out after completing the ovular 
march. Bringing up the rear of the 
colorful parade were 60 male riders on 
well-trained steeds. These formed a 
garland entry, with precision in forma- 
tion sacrificed to speed in maneuvers. 


DISPLAY 2. — ELEPHANTS. George 
Denman’s herd of elephants numbers 22 
this season, with groups of five distrib- 
uted in the center ring and two stages. 
The lumbering animals have a flock of 
new stunts for the 1931 season, and with 
Yasso’s act out this year some attempt 
is made in the Denman display to com- 
pensate for the loss. In the two outer 
rings “bulls” carry men with their curled 
trunks. The pachyderms proved remark- 
ably obedient as they were paced in all 
the rings and stages. Denman had one 
of the elephant quintet in his ring com- 
pletely submerge him in an unspotted in- 
terval. The general routine of the herd 
takes lin synchronized pyramids in al 
of the sections and four-foot stands on 
cramped platforms. The merryandrews 
worked hard to keep up interest while 
the formations of the elephants were 
being switched. This display gets an 
impressive sendoff with the entire herd 
lined up feet on back on the hippodrome 
track. 


DISPLAY 3.—PARADE OF FREAKS. 
Clyde Ingalls is still very much in evi- 
dence, both as the supervisor of the 
freaks and as the stentorian-voiced an- 
nouncer. At this opening show the 
roustabouts were too much occupied 
with tangled riggings to give the strange 
creatures assembled under the Ringling 
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canvas a free, uninterrupted play in at- 
tention. There are new faces in the odd 
coterie and not a few of the old familiars 
have made their exits. But all's well 
with the Ingalls representation of na- 
ture’s fallibility, for the tattooed lady is 
still with us; so are the giant and the 
midget, the bearded lady, and—for good 
measure—the three-legged man. 


DISPLAY 4.—BOB EUGENE TROUPES. 
Time has depleted the ranks of this old 
fixture of the Ringling Show. Last year 
10 straight and clowning men worked on 
the aerial bars, while at this show there 
were eight altorether. Almost identical 
routines are performed by four clowns 
and four straights over the two stages. 
Working over nets the Eugene aerialists 
perform graceful swings and mid-air 
somersaults, with the panto. of clowning 
members being neatly spotted. In each 
section the clowns do two clothes falla- 
ways, the second marked by a slap-stick 
sock. 


DISPLAY 5.—WIRE AND ACROBATIC 
ACTS Several deviations from the 
schedule in this inning. The Rubio 
Sisters, on Stage 1, and the Picchiani 
Troupe, on.Stage 2, return fresh from 
limbering-up engagements in vaudeville. 
Maximo gets the center ring and Don 
Francisco, also a wire artist, works near- 
ly in Ring 3. The two Rubio girls per- 
form tumbling feats and wind up with 
head-to-head balancing, getting the spot 
for their familiar endurance equilibris- 
tics on the hippodrome track. The Pic- 
chianis, seven males in flashy costumes, 
were in swell form at this performance. 
Not a miss in their striking array of 
teeter-board tricks. Starting from three- 
high formations they went into a Ris- 
leyized thriller involving the leap of one 
from a fairly high perch to the board, 
shooting a colleague up to a perched 
chair after consummating a triple somer- 
sault. Announcer Ingalls gave them a 
spiel for their four-high feature, which 
was put over without the slightest at- 
tempt at stalling. Maximo kept eyes 
trained on him almost constantly while 
the sections were working simultaneous- 
ly. He achieved this thru a subtle brand 
of showmanship and rib-tickling panto. 
on the slack wire. Don Francisco has a 
clean, thoro routine of slack-wire stunt- 
ing. Toward his finish, he, too, goes in 
for flirtations with equilibrium, but 
without assumng an inebriated charac- 
ter. 


Between displays four and ‘tive a sea 
elephant was conveyed into the arena on 
a horse-drawn truck. It might or might 
not be the Goliath, so loudly touted in 
former seasons, but it is casily as large. 
As its unidentified trainer feeds it fish 
it emits a resounding grunt. Which is 
about the limit of nature’s bequest to 
this creature in the performing line. 
Lack of time probably prohibited a more 
leisurely visit of this maritime giant. 


DISPLAY 6.—EQUESTRIANISM. The 
Mitzirose Sisters (doubling title for the 
Reiffenach Sisters) and the Cyrillo 
Brothers are holdovers from former sea- 
sons in this always interesting display. 
The newcomers, working in the center 
of the three rings used, are the three 
Reinsch Brothers. In their bareback 
riding exhibitions the Reiffenachs and 
Cyrillos are evenly pleasing, the girls 
resorting to boards to insure equilibrium 
on the ring-circling steeds. But as

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might be expected of a new combination, 
the Reinsch brothers exposed the largest 
number of stunts. They did two-high 
formations with ease and one did a 
somersault from the back of one horse 
to another while they were proceeding 
at a fast clip. A brief clown walkaround 
took up the preparatory interval preoced- 
ing this display quite satisfactorily. 

DISPLAY 7. — MME. ELLA BRADNA 
AND HIGH-SCHOOL HORSE ACTS. An- 
other of the familiar features of the 
Ringling sawdust entertainment is this 
combination of flash by Mme. Bradna 
and her ladies-in-waiting and equestrian 
daring and skill of the circus’ pretty 
misses. While Mme. Bradna made a bid 
for attention in the center ring with her 
familiar procedure involving dyed doves, 
a score of white dogs and a posing 
horse, the girl riders coaxed their high- 
school horses into graceful dips and 
bows. Not infrequently the riding ama- 
zons combined thrilling stunts with their 
pacing of the well-trained equines. One 
girl particularly, rigged out in a white 
evening gown, had the spectators gasp- 
ing at her daring. 


DISPLAY 8. — COMEDY ACROBATIC 
AND DOG ACTS. Probably the most 
colorful array of the entire show, aside 
from the Inaugural Procession, is this 
assemblage of varied talent. The Hart 
Brothers and the Bell Trio, the six in 
clown attire, occupy Ring 1. They pre- 
sent a burlesqued tumbling routine. 
Morales Dogs, in the center ring, offer 
an interesting exhibition of canine clev- 
erness and persistence in training. With 
their smart little dog, Spot, the Arena 
Brothers kept their side of the arena 
proximate to Ring 3 interested in their 
acrobatic antics, On Stage 2 the Dekoe 
Trio and Nelson and Nelson appealed to 
the circus fans with stilt tricks, A bar 
in the form of a triangle serves as a 
perch for one of their feature stunts, 
Madam Maree, new to the Ringling out- 
fit, copped the honors in this display 
with her dogs, ponies, a bucking mule 
and a cute simian. Up to this point 
the biggest laughs of the show were 
drawn from the carryings-on of the mule 
and three stooges. Two of the regular 
clown contingent helped considerably in 
this part of Madam Maree’s act. One 
of the dogs skips a rope turned by the 
trainer and held in the mouth of a pony. 
A revolving table is employed for stunt- 
ing by one of the ponies and clearing of 
a hurdle at lightning speed by a dog. 

DISPLAY 9.—EQUINE STARS. Not 
noticeably dissimilar from last season's 
exhibition of liberty horse and zebra 
pacing is this display, with Chester Eim- 
lundt, as usual, in the center ring with 
eight chestnut horses. Jack Joyce is in 
charge of seven black steeds in the first 
ring; Frank Ascher has his hands full 
with seven zebras on Stage 1; Mary Len- 
nette also works masterfully with the 
same quota of zebras on Stage 2, and in 
Ring 3 Stanislaws Siekiski deftly applies 
the guiding whip to a _ well-matched 
group of eight gray and white horses, 
Several interludes take in synchronized 
pacing in all rings and stages. 


Receiving a well-deserved reward after 
seasons of consistently punchy work as 
part of displays, Harry Rittley, table-top- 
pling stuntster, is spotted this season en- 
tirely on his own, following Display 9. 
On Stage 1 the tables are stacked six 
high and Rittley mounts them taking a 
chair with him. A clown in hobo dress 
is bursting with laughter while scanning 
a newspaper comic page below. Rittley 
rocks the rangy pyramid precariously, 
finally toppling over and bareiy missing 
the literary buffoon, who jumps out of 
the way a second before the resounding 
crash. 

DISPLAY 10. —- HIGH PERCH ACTS. 
Another view of old Ringling familiars in 
action. As was the case last season the 
center ring is unoccupied, The Karoli 
Brothers are in Ring 1; Olvera Brothers 
on Stage 1; the mixed Arley team on 
Stage 2, and the Jahn boys in Ring 3. 
The swarthy Olvera stuntsters switch 
perches, but otherwise duplicate the rou- 
tines of their colleagues. In the Arley 
act the girl is the topmounter and 
achieves a neat finish by being spun 
like a top while sticking to the summit 
of the perch. 


DISPLAY 11.—SEALS AND SEA LIONS. 
Captain John Tiebor fills the two stages 
and outer rings with his four seal acts, 
assisted in sustaining attention by walk- 
arounds of the peripatetic comedians. 
The pinnipeds make their usual specialty 
of balancing and snout catching. Tie- 
bor’s parting shot is a playing of a few 
bars of pipe music by two of his flap- 
pers. 

Jimmy Davison, riding the crazy Ford, 
and Gene De Koe, as a Keystone copper, 
followed the seal display with a brand 
of clowning that is packed with univer- 
sal appeal. The misbehaving and often 
riderless flivver had the arena in a 
high state of merriment. Their several 
minutes of running time served as a far 
more important function than as a wait- 
filler. 


DISPLAY 12.—CON COLLEANO, The 
entrance of the peerless tight-wire artist 
caused the house to be darkened for the 
first time. Colleano was in fine shape 
for the opening. He did a repeat of his 
well-known routine, stripping while on 
the wire from a red Andalusian costume 
to one of vivid orange. After prelimi- 
nary dancing, pseudo-tumbling and som- 
ersaults the band drummer rolled out 
® summons for attention as Ingalls an- 
nounced Colleano’s world-renowned stunt, 
a forward somersault, feet to feet. The 
Latin wonder completed it after what 
might have been a set miss, With his 
attractive assistant he walked out of the 
arena to loud and prolonged applause. 


DISPLAY 13.—POSING. In every ring 
and stage calcimined men, women and 
horses form plastic groups, posturing 
allegorically to illustrate the self-same 
themes of last sedson’s show. These are 
Spring, The First Americans, Spirit of 
Flight and Victory. Merle Evans and 
his band play appropriate pieces for the 
tableaus while the clear, powerful so- 
prano of Bernice Brown rings out over 
thé accompaniment. Miss Brown suc- 
ceeds Gertrude Van Deinse ag the vocal 
artiste in this slow-paced but engrossing 
display. 

DISPLAY 14.—WILD WEST. This sea- 
son Cy Compton's hard-riding charges 
are assisted in providing 14 minutes of 
pulse-quickening entertainment by the 
Australian Waites, mixed whip-cracking 
team, whose wizardry in. their line is 
also recognized in the vaudeville field. 
The Compton boy and girl riders make 
plenty whoopee by fearless stunting on 
saddled and unsaddled horses. Compton 
and several of his lieutenants swing 
lariats and draw riders and encroaching 
clowns into the nooses. All other activy- 
ity is stopped as Compton ropes four 
girls riding speedily abreast, and then 
gets a big hand with the roping of six 
riders. The Waites work first on Stage 1, 
with the male member making plenty 
of noise with his whip, which strips over 
his partner's overdress, takes the cap off 
a bottle and lights a match and later 
flicks a lit cigaret from the girl's mouth. 
On the track the male of the Waites 
manipulated an 18-foot whip for noise 
and tearing of paper heid by the hand- 
some girl. 


As a prelude to the Wild West display, 
Johnny Ortiz and Juan Olvera slide 
down a strand of steel on their heads. 
Olvera’s version was not altogether suc- 
cessful, but Ortiz made a thrilling pic- 
ture as he came tearing down the steel 
length from a height of about 30 feet 
to the track. 


DISPLAY i5.—CLYDE BEATTY. Not 
in many seasons has the ace show of 
“Mister John” been blessed with as ar- 
resting exhibition of daring and show- 

anship as this wild animal novelty 
presented by Clyde Beatty, An alumnus 
of John Robinson’s Circus, Beatty joins 
the Ringling-Barnum menage with an 
even higher rating from the billing angle 
than formerly, according to report. In 
full view of the spectators the property 
men erect the cage for Beatty's lions 
and tigers in the center ring, After 
about 20'of the “cats” are sent into 
the cage Beatty, in the costume of a 
tropical explorer, enters thru a double- 
door arrangement, In the early part 
of the compelling performance the arena 
lights are killed and the cage is lit by 
red-masked bunches. As the wild beasts 


grunt, snarl and roar Beatty goads them 
on. He takes ope, two and three at a 
time; strikes them with a heavy stick 
and keeps them out of reach with a 
fragile chair. The beasts are arranged 
on pedestals in a circle and Beatty sum- 
mons to them as he wants them, Not by 
a whistle or verbal entreaties, but with a 
barking pistol and his prodding stick. 
Frecuently he works a lion or tiger into 
a rage, but with his steady eye and deft 
soothing finally makes them as submis- 
sive as a docile house cat. During his 
hazardous stunts with the beasts, four 
more snarling tigers are sent into the 
cage and soon become as submissive as 
their fellow beasts. As Beatty calmly 
walked out of the cage with a ferocious 
lion at his heels he ‘was given deafening 
applause. This act should make good 
material for copy for Dexter Fellowes 
and his staff everywhere. 

DISPLAY 16.—TRAPEZE ACTS. Albert 
Powell and Luicita Leers were scheduled 
to be in their own display ®tarlier in 
the show, but this was not to be. In- 
stead, Powell works off at the outside 
of Ring 1 and Miss Leers gets the center 
ring in the regular trapeze display. Miss 
Leers is evidently coming in for a big 
buildup by John Ringling, probably as 
fA successcr in spotting attention to the 
late-lamented Lillian Leitzel. Given an 
announcement by Ingalls, Miss Leers. 
without the reassuring presence of a 
net, did her classic neck balance and 
then, by actual count, 117 forward arm 
swings. When the show is reroutined 
Miss Leers probably will be placed in 
her own display, That is, if the Ring- 
ling outfit is as alive as it should be to 
thrill values, Miss Winnifred (Colleano) 
works beside Miss Leers, on Stage 2. per- 
forming gracefully on a single trapeze. 
Miss Winnifred does a breath-taking heel 
catch and gets further attention with 
her neat and precarious flight from the 
trap. to the descending web, Fanny 
Arley does nicely on Stage 2 in trapeze 
stunting while duplicated routines are 
engaged in on double traps. by the 
Aerial Smiths and Acrial Clarks, occupy- 
ing Rings 1 and 3, Each gets their fin- 
ish sock from a fallaway leap by the girls 
of the teams, 

Between Displays 15 and 16 a double 
exhibition of clown boxing is presented 
on Stages 1 and 2. Denaro and Chesty, 
the old standbys, do heavy lambasting 
and socking, and are aided in their 
laughegetting efforts by a clown referec. 
Gene and Gaby De Koe are the second 
pair of fantastic boxers. 


DISPLAY 17.—EQUESTRIANISM. Here 
the bareback riders of Display 6 come 
in for another session, punctuated this 
time by the antics of equestrian clowns. 
The Ernestos, consisting of three girls, 
a straight male rider and two clowns, 
are in Ring 1. With them is a dwarf 
whose antics while suspended from the 
rigging are strong enough to divert from 
the other sections. The Reiffenach girls 
continue with their bareback riding in 
the center ring, joined by another miss 
and a dude clown. All are skillful riders. 
The Reinsch Brothers also use a clown 
and pacer. Their riding stunts are fea- 
tured as in the earlier display by acro- 
batic wizardry. 


DISPLAY 18.—THE WALLENDAS, A 
positive sensation when they were in- 
troduced here three seasons ago by the 
Ringling outfit, the Wallendas made an 
improvement in their routine last sea- 
son. This year’s high-wire exhibition 
is identical, however. Perhaps this nau- 
tical quartet find it unnecessary and 
even impossible to add thrills to an act 
already packed tight with them. Work- 
ing aloft between Ring 2 and Stage 2, 
they gradually approach their climax 
and finale, a three-high formation, with 
the center-mounter balanced on a chair, 
which is balanced, in turn, on a rod 
fitted onto the shoulders of the two 
walking understanders. Halfway across 
the petite girl of the troupe climbs to 
the topper'’s shoulders and has her feet 
curled under hfs arms as the quartet 
finishes the hazardoas journey across 
the arena. 

The Wallendas were preceded by the 
Fire House act wherein Buck Baker's 
crazy flivvers and baby cars are rolled 
to a “fire” on Stage 1 and several of the

DISPLAY 19.—PARADE OF CLOWNS 
Having been utilized on hurry calls more 
frequently than scheduled during and 
interspersing earlier displays to fill de- 
lays occasioned by an opening perform- 
ance, the buffoons gave a curtailed act 
in their own display.+« Their props. and 
pantomimic tidbits are an improvement 
over last season.

DISPLAY 20.—FLYING ACTS. The in- 
ability of Alfredo Codona to appear at 
this show badly cramped the style of 
this display. The Pattersons worked in 
Ring 1 and the Siegrist-Silbon Troupe 
kept the eyes of spectators trained up- 
ward over Ring 3. The Pattersons are

two men and a girl and there are three* 


men and two girls in the Siegrist-Silbon 
group. Graceful and intricate flying in 
both sections, but that Codona punch 
was missed by those who have seen him 
do his sensational mid-air somersault- 
ing before. 

DISPLAY 21 —HIGH JUMPERS. Al- 
ways spotted next-to-closing this peren- 
nial feature of the big one suffers first 
in curtailment of running time when 
the show is late. It was about 20 min- 
utes behind and it became necessary to 
take out the hurdling llamas and other 
bizarre numbers. Steeplechase riders led 
the way, then came the riderless horse 
and, in turn, monks ‘on ponies, racing 
hounds, Roman riders and the chariot 
race. 

DISPLAY 22.—HUGO ZACCHINI. “The 
Human Projectile” is starting his third 
season for Ringling and to celebrate the 
oceasion made his appearance in the 
final display at the premiere with a new 
cannon car; that is, either a new one 
or the old one scraped of its paint and 
finished with nickel. The intrepid 
Ttalian got his usual stentorian boost 
from Ingalls and, after surveying the 
scene with his mechanic-brother, let 
himself down into the cannon’s mouth 
and was shot neatly into a wide arc, 
landing squarely into the net placed on 
the other side of the arena. Zacchini’s 
leap was thrilling enough, but the deaf- 
ening report of the synchronized noise 
bomb was enough to send anybody home 
with the involuntary determination not 
to forget the Ringling Circus for a long 
time.
